

Happy New Year...You're Busted!

The San Francisco board of supervisors will 
hold public hearings in the future to hear allega¬ 
tions that police officers who raided a New Year’s 
Eve party at a South of Market warehouse used 
excessive force and made anti-gay slurs. 

An estimated 600 people attended the New Year’s Ball, at 
938 Harrison Street, which organizers said was an invita¬ 
tion-only benefit for Visual AID, a group that helps termi¬ 
nally ill professional artists produce and preserve their 
works. Eleven people were arrested during the 4 a.m. raid by 
police and state Alcohol and Beverage Control officers, and 
were booked on various charges including possession of 
hashish, public drunkenness, and resisting arrest. 

According to organizer Terence Alan, who lives at the 
site, the benefit was a private party. Police chief Anthony 
Ribera disagreed, and defended the raid by saying the event 
was “an illegal nightclub” that charged admission. 

In their reports of the incident, police said they also 
observed numerous sex acts at the party. 

Ribera said that police were alerted to the event by fire mar¬ 
shals, who had received a call from a competing South of 
Market club owner. Fire Department officials refused to provide 
the B.A.R. with the name of the club owner who complained. 

Alan said that the event had been cleared with a police 
permit officer, that there was no alcohol served on the 
premises, and that no entry fee was charged. 

Southern Station Captain Michael Yalon disputed Alan’s state¬ 
ment, and said organizers were told they could not have the event 
without obtaining police permits to dance or have entertainment. 

Organizers and others who were present during the police 
action allege that police refused to identify themselves when 
asked, unlawfully searched the premises, brutalized a woman 
photographer and others, punched people in the face, and used 
anti-gay and anti-PWA slurs such as “fucking faggots” and 
“AIDS-infected faggots” during the raid. They also charge

San Jose Mercury 
News Sued Over 
Anti-Gay Harassment

A gay San Jose 
Mercury News employee 
who was told by an 
executive he “shouldn’t 
make mountains out of 
molehills” when he com¬ 
plained about anti-gay 
harassment on the job 
has filed a major sexual 
orientation harassment 
lawsuit against the 
newspaper. 

By the time plaintiff Peter 
Eliason was diagnosed in 
November 1994 as suffering 
from a major depression caused 
by the stress of the anti-gay 
harassment at the newspaper, 
several years of anti-gay inci¬ 
dents had escalated from 
rumors, gossip and jibes about 
his sexual orientation to crimi¬ 
nal threats of property damage 


to Eliason’s truck by an anti-gay 
co-worker. 

In one incident detailed in 
the lawsuit, two Mercury News 
district managers said they did 
not want to eat a piece of 
Eliason’s birthday cake because 
they feared they might catch 
AIDS after he blew out the can¬ 
dles at a work-site celebration. 

Attached to the lawsuit are 
photographic exhibits of some 
of the alleged harassment suf¬ 
fered by plaintiff Eliason, 
including a used condom left in 
his work mailbox by an uniden¬ 
tified co-worker, a graphic car¬ 
toon depicting gay men having 
unsafe oral and anal intercourse, 
and a defaced brass nameplate 
with the word “faggot” gouged 
into it. 

The San Jose Mercury News 
is represented by the law firm of 
Littler, Mendelson, Fastiff, 
Tichey and Mathiason, which 
had no comment on the litiga-

To Bldg. 
Commission 


Eileen Hansen, who 
has been a lesbian/gay 
political activist tor more 
than two decades, has 
been named to the Build¬ 
ing Inspection Commis¬ 
sion by San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors 
President Angela Alioto. 

The Building Inspection 
Commission was created as a 
result of passage of Proposition 
G in the November election. 

Hansen and two other 
appointees were sworn in by 
Alioto in the Board of 
Supervisors Chambers on 
Tuesday, January 3, at 12 noon. 

Hansen has been public pol¬ 
icy director for the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel for the past 10 
months and is former executive 
director of the National 
Lawyers Guild AIDS Network. 

She is currently president of 
the board of the Women’s AIDS 
Network and served as vice-chair 
of the Joint Task Force on the 
HIV Epidemic. A graduate of the 
University of San Francisco, she 
has a bachelor’s degree in 
Organizational Behavior. 

Hansen, who has been active 
in the Harvey Milk Lesbian/ 
Gay/Bisexual Democratic Club, 
was co-chair of the Milk Club’s 
Political Action Committee, 
1992-93. She was a co-founder 
of the AIDS Action Pledge 
(now ACT-UP/San Francisco) 
1987-1989. Hansen was 
Northern California regional 
organizer (1986-1987) for the 
National March on Washington 
for Lesbian and Gay Rights. 

Alioto also appointed Jamie 
Sanbonmatsu, tenant organizer 
with the Tenderloin Housing 
Clinic, and Robert G. Davis, real¬ 
tor and founding member of the 
Western Addition Concerned 
Citizens Organization, to the 
newly created commission. Y 
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HIV-Phobic Plastic Surgeon 
Sued For Third Time

A prominent San Francisco plastic surgeon has 
been slapped with a third HIV discrimination law¬ 
suit for refusing to perform plastic surgery on peo¬ 
ple with HIV. 

Attorney Paul Wotman filed the suit against Dr. 
David Khan on December 20 on behalf of Richard 
DiGuilio, who charges that Kahn’s office ordered 
an HIV test without obtaining his informed con¬ 
sent and that, when he told the physician he was 
HIV positive, Kahn refused to operate on him. 

Wotman represents two other clients who are 
suing Kahn with similar allegations. 

In the first lawsuit filed on behalf of John Roe, 
a client whose name has been withheld for fear of 
further HIV discrimination, Roe paid the plastic 
surgeon $500 for cosmetic eye surgery. 

At a pre-operative appointment with Kahn, 
Kahn’s assistant handed Roe instructions for a 
series of blood tests that were described as “rou¬ 
tine tests.” 

Roe noticed that one of the tests was for the 
HIV test and declined to consent to an HIV test 
and also disclosed that he was HIV positive. 

Kahn was called to the room and told Roe that 
it was “office policy” not to operate on people 
with HIV. 

DiGuilio, Roe and a third plaintiff, Edward 
Pease, are seeking damages for HIV discrimina¬ 
tion under the California Unruh Civil Rights Act, 


the Americans With Disabilities Act, the San 
Francisco Police Code’s anti-HIV discrimination 
provisions, and for violating state laws which for¬ 
bid physicians from ordering and obtaining HIV 
tests without first obtaining a patient’s written 
consent. 

“DiGuilio, Roe and Pease filed suit to make 
sure that others who are HIV positive are not 
denied treatment,” Wotman said. 

Wotman said that if health care workers, 
including physicians, follow universal safety pre¬ 
cautions in operating rooms, there is no need to 
discriminate against people with HIV. 

Wotman also said the suits were filed to show 
that it is against California law for physicians to 
order or obtain HIV tests without informing their 
patients and obtaining their consent to such test¬ 
ing. 

Earlier this year, the US Department of Justice 
announced a $100,000 settlement against a 
Houston dental office which refused to treat a 
patient with HIV. In a similar proceeding in 
November 1993, a Southern California urgent care 
facility settled out of court for $85,000 in denying 
care to an HIV positive man. 

In addition to the multi-million dollar lawsuits, 
Kahn could face sanction by the California State 
Board of Medical Quality Assurance for failing to 
obtain informed consent for the HIV test from 
patients and for discriminating against people 
with HIV. T

Getting Ready for the Big One

Earthquake! 

Is the Castro, or are city gay 
and lesbian residents in general, 
ready for a major disaster? 

Ready or not, the big one 
may be coming, and the com¬ 
munity is being asked it prepare 
itself for that eventuality. 

The San Francisco Fire 
Department and its Neighbor¬ 
hood Emergency Response 
Team (NERT) training program 
is coming to the Castro and other 
city neighborhoods. 

“We were and still are quite 
concerned,” says Jim Harris, an 
openly gay man, who is on the 
city advisory board of NERT. 
“When we went to the database, 
we found no coordinators listed 
in the Castro area.” 

The movers and shakers are 
now trying to get volunteers to 
coordinate the NERT program 
citywide but particularly in the 
Castro, Harris said. 

“We are trying to do what we 
can to get the most people to do 
the most possible for everyone,” 
Harris said in an interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

NERT training may be the 
most practical solution to the 
various crises associated with an 
earthquake. Sessions get under¬ 
way January 10, 17, 24, 31 and 
February 7 at 6:30 p.m. in the 
Most Holy Redeemer Church 
Hall, located at 100 Diamond 
Street at 18th in the city. 

The NERT course consists 
of six classes. Each class is two 
and a half to three hours long. 
There is a $25 fee. Graduation 
includes a yellow hard hat with 
NERT on it, an orange vest 
which you can see in the dark, a 
diploma, and an identification 
card to be used in event of dis¬ 
aster, according to information 
provided by Harris. 

“What’s really good about 
this program is the empower¬ 


ment part. When you know you 
have the training to help some¬ 
one in a disaster, you feel good 
about yourself,” Harris said. 

Harris, who is currently 
coordinator of the Potrero Hill 
NERT group, has already gotten 
five or six gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple involved in the NERT pro¬ 
gram in the Castro/Duboce 
Triangle area. 

Harris, who dabbles in art and 
art restoration as a livelihood, 
recalled that he got involved after 
someone called him from 
Visitacion Valley and asked, “Do 
you know what would happen if 
an earthquake or major fire hit? 
Would you know where to cut off 
electricity?” 

Harris had to answer honest¬ 
ly, “No I do not.” 

The caller continued, “The San 
Francisco Fire Department is con¬ 
ducting Neighborhood Emer¬ 
gency Response Training, so 
you’ll find out these things. What 
would happen if a good friend of 
yours was seriously cut?’ 

“I would put a tourniquet 
around it to stop the bleeding,” 
Harris responded. 

“Wrong answer,” the caller 
said. “You should apply direct 
pressure with clean cloths to the 


wound.” 

Harris was convinced he 
needed the training. “What I 
have learned - one of the most 
important things I have picked 
up - is to remain calm during 
any disaster, and this comes 
from being around people who 
are confident and who can teach 
you how to handle it.” 

Harris has learned about 
opening an injured person’s 
wind passages, how to treat 
someone in shock, and triage, 
or how to segregate and priori¬ 
tize treatment of injuries 

Since its inception in 1990, 
the NERT program has trained 
more than 2,500 people in city 
neighborhoods, private business¬ 
es and city departments. Its rapid 
growth has been the result of res¬ 
idents who understand the 
importance of self-sufficiency 
during the first 72 hours follow¬ 
ing a major disaster. 

Earthquake disaster drills are 
held twice a year by the fire 
department and provide NERTs 
with an opportunity to practice 
their disaster and survival skills. 
The next drill will be held on 
Saturday, April 22, in neighbor¬ 
hood staging areas throughout

Botkin Assailant Arrested

A Massasoit Street resident of Bernal 
Heights who is suspected of a December 
21 late afternoon attack on a gay Bay Area 
Reporter columnist who has AIDS has 
been arrested and charged with misde¬ 
meanor assault with a deadly weapon. The 
offense was also charged as a hate crime. 

Darin De La Houssaye, 27, was cited 
and released on December 29 by police 
after his arrest on charges that he beat and 
kicked well-known AIDS activist 
Michael Botkin in an anti-gay attack in 
Bernal Park. 

De La Houssaye will be arraigned on the 
charges at the Hall of Justice on January 26. 
If convicted of the assault he faces six 
months in jail. 

Botkin told Bay Area Reporter readers 
that the attack left him with “the equiva¬ 
lent of a full-fledged opportunistic infec¬ 
tion” that includes drenching night 
sweats—which he hadn’t suffered in 
months—constant fevers and a flare-up 
of painful peripheral neuropathy and 
potentially dangerous weight loss. 

According to a police report of the 
occurrence, Botkin and his lover Steve 
Finley were walking their dogs in the 
park when De La Houssaye and a second 
unidentified male drove by on white dirt 
bikes with oversize tires. 

Each suspect was carrying a young 
boy about four years old perched between 
them and the bike handlebars. 

According to the police report, Botkin 
yelled to the men that he didn’t think that 
it was legal for them to be driving dirt 
bikes in the park. 

“It’s none of your fucking business, 
faggot,” De La Houssaye allegedly told 


Botkin. 

According to the report, Botkin told the 
pair that if they continued riding through 
the park, he would notify the police. 

De La Houssaye proceeded to repeat¬ 
edly rev up his dirt bike’s engine and 
drove straight at Botkin. 

“Botkin picked up several rocks to use 
as protection,” the police report states. 

De La Houssaye stopped his bike 
about ten feet from Botkin and said, 
“What, you’re going to throw rocks at 
me?” 

Botkin dropped the rocks and said he 
didn’t want any trouble and just wanted to 
be left alone. 

Finley, who had walked up the hill 
prior to the altercation, yelled to Botkin 
to flee, but before he could, the report 
states, De La Houssaye got off the dirt 
bike, walked up to Botkin and hit him 
with his left hand sideways across the 
face with such force that Botkin’s glasses 
were knocked off. 

When Botkin bent down to pick up his 
glasses, De La Houssaye allegedly 
knocked him to the ground and kicked him 
three or four times hard in his left side and 
kidney area as Botkin curled into a ball to 
try to protect his glasses and his head. 

As De La Houssaye kicked Botkin, he 
repeatedly yelled, “I don’t have to take 
anything from a goddamn faggot,” and 
“Die Faggot, Die.” 

“Tony, don’t kill this one,” De La 
Houssaye’s accomplice allegedly yelled. 

De La Houssaye stopped kicking 
Botkin and got back on his dirt bike and 
drove off with his friend. 

Botkin called the attack sudden and 
violent and said that he told De La 
Houssaye—who is described in the 
police report as 6’2” and between 250- 
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Michael Botkin 


300 lbs.—that he had AIDS before he 
was struck, and said that the suspect 
appeared to be enraged by the comment. 

Botkin and his partner Finley made a 
positive identification from a police 
mugshot and pointed the suspect out to a 
police inspector who drove with the couple 
to the Bernal Heights street where he lives. 
De La Houssaye was arrested the same day. 

Although De La Houssaye attempted 
to hide behind a van when he saw the cou¬ 
ple driving through the area with police, 
he was spotted and ordered to remain at 
the scene. He fled and was later arrested. 

Despite the viciousness of the attack. 


according to openly gay Assistant District 
Attorney Chuck Haines, head of the DA’s 
Hate Crimes Prosecution Unit, the 
offense is “a wobbler” and could be 
charged as a misdemeanor or as a felony. 

But, according to Haines, the facts of 
the case do not warrant felony prosecu¬ 
tion, a position which Community United 
Against Violence executive director 
Lester Olmstead-Rose says could change. 

“Even though it’s been charged as a 
misdemeanor, it can still be re-charged as 
a felony,” Olmstead-Rose told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We think it should be charged 
as a felony. It was a serious assault.” 

In his column on the assault, Botkin told 
readers that the police inspector assigned to 
investigate the attack had recommended 
that Botkin take down a rainbow flag flying 
in front of his house, remove the rainbow 
sticker from his truck and avoid going out 
until the suspect was arrested. 

Botkin instead asked residents of the 
Bernal Heights neighborhood to fly rain¬ 
bow flags in support and solidarity in the 
face of the anti-gay hate crime by a 
neighborhood resident. 

Special Investigations Bureau Inspector 
Robert Huegle told the B.A.R. that he real¬ 
ized it was an individual’s right to display 
a rainbow flag and that he was only trying 
to advise Botkin on how to stay safe while 
De La Houssaye was at large. 

CUAV Program Director Terry Person 
noted that the viciousness of the attack is 
consistent with a greater intensity of vio¬ 
lence in assaults since the Victor Zohana 
shooting. CUAV is posting flyers in the 
area asking witnesses who saw or heard 
the incident to contact the non profit anti¬ 
violence agency at 777-5500 or San 
Francisco Police Special Investigations 
Bureau at 553-1133. ▼ 


The Pleasant 
SAGA of Gay Skiing

If you’re a gay or lesbian 
skier, you have probably been 
heartbroken about the former 
boycott of Colorado over 
Amendment Two. Now that the 
state’s supreme court has ruled 
that anti-gay ballot measure 
unconstitutional, you may be 
itching to get back to shushing 
down those famous Aspen 
slopes. If so, you’re not alone. 

A 15 year-old organization 
called SAGA - an acronym for 
Skiers And Gay Athletes - 
shares your pain and your joy 
that the annual gay ski week in 
Aspen will be held again this 
year. (“After two years of politi¬ 
cal correctness and misery due 
to the boycott,” the SAGA North 
Newsletter points out.) 

SAGA North Ski Club mem¬ 
bers come from all over the Bay 
Area, and many of the smaller 
communities of Northern 
California. This season they will 
get together for at least three out- 
of-state ski trips, including the gay 
ski week in Aspen January 21-28. 

Members will travel on an 
Alaska Airlines charter to Grand 
Junction, where they will con¬ 
nect to a chartered bus that will 
deliver them to their condomini¬ 
um lodgings in Aspen. 


Last month SAGA members 
went to Squaw Valley, on 
December 10-11. 

Bay Area skiers don’t nor¬ 
mally ski during the summer 
months, so the group also 
includes summertime hiking 
trips, white water rafting, bik¬ 
ing, and similar outdoor rigor¬ 
ous physical activity. 

Although the club has main¬ 
tained a relatively low profile, 
SAGA has been in existence 
since 1979. It has 165 members, 
most of whom are gay men, but 
women are welcome too, and 
about five lesbians are active 
club members, club spokesper¬ 
son Tom Brocato told the B.A.R. 

Probably because skiing is 
relatively expensive, most of 
SAGA’s members are men in 
their 30s and 40s who can afford 
the trips, the equipment, the 
lifts, and the lodges. The one- 
week Aspen package, for 
instance, costs $995. 

The next general meeting of 
SAGA North will be at 6:30 
p.m., January 15 at First 
Unitarian Church, located at 
1187 Franklin Street at Geary. ▼

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FDA Approves Saliva HIV Test 

...But Not for Home Use

WASHINGTON - The Food and Drug 
Administration announced Friday, December 23 
that it has approved the first test for HIV antibod¬ 
ies in human saliva. The OraSure test, developed 
by Epitope Inc. of Beaverton, Oregon, is the first 
antibody test approved in the United States that 
does not require blood samples. 

The OraSure is an absorbent pad mounted on a 
lollipop-style plastic stick. The pad, which is treat¬ 
ed with a salt solution to enhance collection of 
antibodies, is placed between the lower cheek and 
gum for two minutes. The sample is placed in a 
sealed vial that contains a preservative solution 
and sent to specially qualified laboratories for 
ELISA assay testing. 

Among the stated benefits of the test is that it 
protects medical personnel from the risk of needle 
stick accidents. Company spokespersons also said 
they believed its simplicity will expand HIV testing. 

“The medical community now has available to it 
a valuable new tool in the fight against AIDS,” said 
Adolph Ferro, president and chief executive officer 
of Epitope. “We believe the availability of OraSure 
will allow more people to know their HIV status.” 

Because it is non-invasive, the saliva test could 
become widely used to test individuals who are 
reluctant or unable to submit to blood tests, the 
company said. “Indeed, there are people who are 
very reluctant to have a needle stick in order to 
have an HIV test,” said John Fitchen, chief operat¬ 


ing officer of Epitope. The laboratory procedure 
performed on the OraSure specimen is similar to 
that used for HIV blood tests, but the confirmatory 
western blot test has not yet been approved for the 
saliva test, so any positive results must still be fol¬ 
lowed up with blood work. 

Another advantage, according to Fitchen, is the 
test’s portability. “OraSure allows the collection to 
go to the patient rather than making the patient 
come to the clinic,” he said. 

While the company spokesmen refer to the test 
as “highly accurate,” the FDA warned that the sys¬ 
tem is not as accurate as the approved HlV-anti- 
body blood tests. Studies show that the oral-fluid- 
based test will indicate one or two false negatives 
for every 100 HIV-positive people, and about the 
same ratio of false positives among HIV-negative 
people. The test is not available for home use and 
won’t be used to test the blood supply. 

Epitope expects to start marketing the test with¬ 
in six weeks; in the meantime, laboratories are 
going through the qualification procedure required 
for them to accept and analyze samples. 

“We hope to expand the uses of OraSure to test¬ 
ing for hepatitis B, measles, mumps, and rubella 
antibodies,” Ferro said. “We see today as the 
launch of a new technology - oral diagnostics.” 

The FDA took four years to approve the new tech¬ 
nology, and the announcement sent Epitope stock 
soaring 3 7/8 to 24 7/8 on the American Exchange, 
where it was the second-most active stock. 

The test is expected to cost from $5 to $20 
when it is available. ▼ 


KS May Be Viral: Columbia U. Researchers

A herpes virus may cause 
Kaposi’s sarcoma, a once-rare 
cancer that now affects 15 to 20 
percent of people with AIDS. 
Columbia University re¬ 
searchers found that almost all 
Kaposi’s sarcoma lesions in 


people with AIDS contain for¬ 
eign DNA that is similar to the 
DNA of herpes viruses. 

“For a long time, we’ve sus¬ 
pected that Kaposi’s sarcoma 
might be caused by an infec¬ 
tious agent,” said Patrick J. 
Moore, an epidemiologist at 
Columbia University’s School 
of Public Health. “Though we 


still need to do more research, I 
think this shows that a virus is 
involved with this cancer.” 

Scientists have thought that KS 
might be a sexually transmitted 
disease, because gay and bisexual 
men with AIDS are much more 
likely to develop the cancer than 
similarly infected hemophiliacs or 
intravenous drug users. ▼

Gay and Gay-Positive Teachers 
Plan Assembly for January 28

The Gay, Lesbian, and Straight 
Teachers Network (GLSTN) plans 
to hold its first-ever West Coast 
Conference on Saturday, January 
28, in Santa Monica. 

The GLSTN is the only national 
organization of gay and straight 
teachers working to end homopho¬ 
bia in schools. 

The conference will begin at 
8:30 a.m. and continue until 4:30 
p.m. at the Crossroads School for 
the Arts and Sciences, located at 
1714 21st Street in Santa Monica. 

Dr. Virginia Uribe, founder of 
Project 10, will be the keynote 
speaker. Her work in the Los 
Angeles school system has been the 
inspiration for much of the school- 
based anti-homophobia work under¬ 
way today. She will speak on cur¬ 
rent issues facing educators seeking 
to combat homophobia in schools. 

One of about two dozen workshop 
sessions will be presented by Sylvia 
Weisenberg and youth from the 
Community United Against Violence 
in San Francisco. The workshop will 
draw on CUAV’s 15 years of experi¬ 
ence in successfully sending speakers 
to schools in the San Francisco area. 

Other speakers who will draw on 
their personal experiences to discuss 
issues facing lesbian and gay student 
athletes and coaches include Nancy 
Boutilier, a varsity basketball coach at 


University High School in San 
Francisco (and a B.A.R. columnist); 
Greg Louganis, an Olympic Gold 
Medalist in diving and author of 
Breaking the Surface ; and Dave Kopay, 
a former professional football player 
and author of The Dave Kopay Story. 

Another workshop will be pre¬ 
sented by Kevin Jennings of the 
Massachusetts Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion on Gay and Lesbian Youth. 
After the commission was appointed 
by Governor William Weld in 1992, 
Massachusetts took the lead in the 
fight against school-based homopho¬ 
bia. The session will review history, 
content, and strategy of the effort. 

Other workshops will be present¬ 
ed by members of “Positive Images” 
of Santa Rosa, and by Kevin Gogin 
of San Francisco Unified School 
District. He will lead the discussion 
on SFUSD’s Support Services for 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual youth. 
Support Services is the only pro¬ 
gram working with sexual minority 
youth in the U.S. completely inte¬ 
grated within a school district. ▼

Berlandt Dies After Three Decades Of Gay Activism

Longtime San Francisco gay libera- 
tionist Konstantin Berlandt died of AIDS 
on December 27, after a lengthy battle 
with the disease. He was 48. 

Berlandt, a native San Francisco resi¬ 
dent, was a journalism graduate of the 
University of California, Berkeley and 


onetime editor of The Daily Californian, 
a UC Berkeley newspaper. 

Berlandt declared his sexual orienta¬ 
tion to readers of the paper in the late 
1960s. His writing appeared throughout 
the gay press including the Bay Area 
Reporter and early gay liberationist 
anthologies such as Out of The Closet: 
Voices of Gay Liberation, edited by Karla 


Jay and Allen Young. 

Berlandt was also active in protests over 
Cruising, a gay exploitation film with A1 
Pacino that sensationalized mid-1970s 
New York gay leather sex culture. 

In 1980, Berlandt was co-chair of the 
Gay Freedom Day Parade and Celebration 
Committee with lesbian and Indian activist 
Barbara Cameron. During his troubled 


tenure with the committee, the group 
changed its name to the Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Parade and Celebration 
Committee. 

Berlandt was also active in efforts to 
prevent the closure of gay bathhouses by 
the city in the early 1980s. 

No information about services was 
available at press time. T

“However, we’re 
living through an era when 
some very powerful forces are 
trying to control our behavior 
by suppressing sex and foster¬ 


ing ignorance.” 

With more than 190 pages 
of listings - from accommoda¬ 
tions (bathhouses, bed and 
breakfast inns, campgrounds, 
hotels, meeting spaces, and 
resorts) through bondage 
(books, corsets, furniture mak¬ 
ers, gear, social and support 
and how-to groups , newslet¬ 
ters) to sex toys, therapists, 
travel, and zines - the exhaus¬ 
tive catalog fights ignorance as 
it draws rave national reviews. 

“It’s a great introduction to 
alternative sexuality or just 
something to keep in your desk 
drawer if you need to look up a 
phone number or address,” 
writes Seth Friedman of 
Factsheet Five. 

The resource guide provides 
alphabetical, geographic, and 
topic listings, as well as an 
index and a complete listing of 
more than 100 sex-positive and 
fetish periodicals, ranging from 
the widely acclaimed quarterly 
publication Future Sex to the 
radical faerie publication RFD 
to Pledges and Paddles. 

Brent is also the publisher 
of the companion pansexual 
quarterly publication Black 
Sheets. ▼

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EDITORIAL 


Issue Number One 



he new year has begun. The old year 
is dead. Long live the year. Et 
cetera. 

This Bay Area Reporter is the 
first of 1995: our issue number one. 
And as we set about planning it, we 
also started thinking about what the 
gay and lesbian community might 
want to have as its own “number one 
issue” for 1995. 

There are a few dozen possibili¬ 
ties - if not hundreds - to choose 
from, but violence is at the top of the 
list for many of us. One needn’t be 
gay or lesbian to worry about vio¬ 
lent crime, of course; it’s the main 
concern of most of the country’s cit¬ 
izens right now. The difference, 
though, is that most Americans only 
fear what the press likes to call 
“senseless crimes,” but we have the 
added burden of worrying that we 
will be attacked by wackos who say 
they are doing the world a favor by 
trying to kill us. And, all too often, 
succeeding. 

The increased incidence of gay 
bashings, plus the shootings of abor¬ 
tion clinic workers, show that 
domestic terrorism is on the rise and 
progressives are the most frequent 
targets. And far from being mourned 
as victims of senseless crimes, we 
are more likely to be victimized 
again after the attack - the underly¬ 
ing subtext being that those crimes 
against us are “sensible.” 

B.A.R. columnist Michael Botkin 
knows about the problem first-hand, 
having been viciously attacked by a 
basher in December. He is discover¬ 
ing now that the rules for gay vic¬ 
tims of crimes are different than he 
thought, as he points out in his col¬ 


umn this week. We are also printing 
advice for those who find them¬ 
selves the victims of hate crimes, on 
page 11: it might be worth cutting 
out and saving. We hope you’ll 
never need it, but we are sad to say 
we are sure some of you will. 

One of the things we have to 
learn to do is fight back. No, fight¬ 
ing isn’t the kind of things polite 
boys and girls are supposed to 
engage in, but this isn’t the time to 
be polite. Our lives are on the line, 
as are the lives of others. 

We don’t only mean fighting 
back as in using our fists against 
aggressors - although that is part of 
it, and we urge everyone to take a 
class that will teach you how to 
overpower an attacker, since fight¬ 
ing without that knowledge is 
extremely dangerous. We also mean 
fighting the tide of jingoism. 
Fighting conformity for the sake of 
conformity. Fighting the lie that we 
don’t belong. 

These days the airwaves are full 
of jingoist exclusionary con¬ 
formists, and one phrase they keep 
repeating is “that’s what the 
American people want.” It’s impor¬ 
tant for you - and every gay and les¬ 
bian person you know - to fight 
back by pointing out we progres¬ 
sives are, in fact, the American peo¬ 
ple, too. And we expect more than 
the conservatives are willing to 
offer. 

As these words are being written, 
Washington Republicans are wel¬ 
coming 1995 by doing whatever 
they can to make Democrats squirm 
- challenging Dianne Feinstein’s re¬ 


election, releasing irresponsible 
statements about the Whitewater 
investigation, etc. - and the 
Democrats are obliging by squirm¬ 
ing. It’s sad, really, and more than a 
little pathetic, but not without its 
merits. 

It’s extremely instructive to 
watch how the GOP firebrands act 
as they take the reigns of power. 
They are sure of themselves, sure of 
their mandate, unafraid, organized, 
and focused. We hate many of them, 
but we can’t help envying the people 
who voted for them. What must it be 
like, we wonder, to begin 1995 with 
such confidence? 

Progressives will have to learn 
from their enemies if they are to get 
back what they have lost. They must 
have a clear vision of the kind of 
America they want to build, an abil¬ 
ity to communicate that vision, and 
a strong commitment to hanging 
tough when their principles are out 
of favor. For all the bad things that 
can be said about Gingrich, Dole, 
D’Amato, and that gang - whom we 
like to call the Missed 
Congenialities - it is nevertheless 
possible to admire their skill at get¬ 
ting what they want (in much the 
same way one could “admire” those 
abilities in Machiavelli and Hitler). 

We hope the Democrats who are 
shut out of the political process in 
the next 100 days - at least - don’t 
just spend that time whining and 
picking at their scabs. We’d like to 
see them fighting back, too, by 
engaging in a thorough assessment 
of their number one issues, followed 
by a concrete plan of action to get 
their agenda moving again. T

The Pride of a Lion

hen my son came out to me, I soon discovered that a 
lot of people hate homosexuals. I’d known that all 
along, I guess, but hadn’t thought much about it. The 
full impact of our society’s pervasive homophobia 
becomes apparent only when it affects someone 
important to you. 

Although I went through the usual denial, griev¬ 
ing, and other stages so familiar in the literature, 
another healthier reaction soon dominated my 
responses. The fierceness and violence of it aston¬ 
ished me. The way I had always imagined an angry 
lion, for example, defending cubs against the hunter, 
I found myself enraged that some people might 
attack my son, verbally or even physically, for some¬ 
thing as private and unobjectionable as his sexual 
orientation. 

Although I continue to mask my rage most of the 
time, I consider my fierce reaction to be the essence 
of what masculinity used to mean. Defending your 
gay child is far tougher, consistent with, and appro¬ 
priate to being a “real man” than lamenting his tilt 
away from heterosexuality. 

I don’t usually worry about my feelings and 
responses being masculine enough. I’m more con¬ 
cerned that they be human. However, I mention this 
reaction to my son’s coming out because it may help 
some fathers whose responses are still tied up with 
the old masculinity myths. Fighting for your gay 
children is far more “macho” than ignoring them or 
throwing them out of the house. If you don’t turn 
your back on friends, as “real men” don’t, you cer¬ 
tainly shouldn’t be turning it on your children! 

That’s why I have so much difficulty understand¬ 
ing fathers who give their gay sons a hard time. What 
I or they think of homosexuality is irrelevant. Even 


if I thought of it as a sin, which I don’t, my son is 
right even if he’s wrong. He’s right because he’s my 
son. If it has to be us against the rest of the world, 
then that’s the way it will be. 

To let down your gay male or lesbian child vio¬ 
lates the most natural, fundamental, and intense 
human attachment any parent can have. As we 
became more civilized, we began to call it love, but 
that word just approximates a complex feeling that 
originated deep in our evolutionary past. 
Discovering my son’s sexual orientation put me in 
touch with that feeling as nothing else had before. 

I sometimes get impatient in support groups and 
other conversations with parents; there’s often too 
much sophisticated analysis of subtle feelings and 
self-indulgent wallowing in the grieving process. 
Too many parents grapple with their ambivalence 
about homosexual orientation and practices, and 
struggle slowly toward understanding and “accep¬ 
tance.” 

All of this may be useful and essential, but it 
neglects a crucial point that comes before everything 
else. Your child is your child, no matter what, and 
neither sexual orientation nor anything else changes 
that. When it comes to acceptance, there’s nothing to 
be subtle or sorry about. Get in touch with the feel¬ 
ings you had when you became a parent. Stop moan¬ 
ing and start being a lion! 

This column is for gay children and their mothers 
to show fathers who don’t love and accept their 
homosexual offspring. No matter how those fathers 
feel about homosexuality, they should be out there 
standing up for their children. 

That’s the “natural,” “normal,” and “manly” thing 
to do! T

The Truth about Masturbation

Resisting “The Center” 

The significance of [President Clinton’ firing of 
Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders] illustrates that 
white members of the sexual minority community 
will not actively support a straight African- 
American in a position of political power. 

Some liberals argue that it was in Clinton’s best 
interest to fire her as he attempts to move toward 
“the center” (and re-election) because there was no 
political cost to his actions. I argue that there is a 
price to pay when a politician runs on a campaign of 
appointing cabinet members who reflect our society, 
and then fires them because they do. The question 
is, what price will be paid, and who will pay it? 

Is the sexual minority community willing to 
exact a price on the Clinton re-election campaign, 
to attempt to make it responsive to our voters? 

The Clinton administration has never been what 
it was promised to be, and will never again be what 
it used to be. The cost to Clinton is a loss of cred¬ 
ibility and a lack of enthusiasm amongst his once 
ardent supporters. The cost to our community is 
immeasurable. This administration will never 
again have a straight, non-homophobic, African- 
American woman with an M.D. who is willing to 
be our advocate. Elders was unique even to her 
community - for a middle-aged black southern 
woman reared as a United Methodist, she was cer¬ 
tainly more conditioned to be puritanical than gay- 
friendly in a public forum. 

Free speech in “the marketplace of ideas” on 
how to combat AIDS will have to be couched in 
puritanical terms, or simply omitted from the dis¬ 
cussion altogether, if the next surgeon general is to 
keep her or his job. (There is something inherently 
un-American in the U.S. President creating a “chill¬ 
ing effect” on his Cabinet members.) Clinton, in 
refusing to support Lani Guinier, in firing Joycelyn 
Elders, in asking for Mike Espy’s resignation, and 
in Ron Brown’s resignation (to head Clinton’s re- 
election campaign), sends an unintended message: 
A diverse cabinet is a politically explosive, threat¬ 
ening, damaging, and ineffective cabinet. 

But there is hope! The writers at the gay com¬ 
munity papers and the black community papers 
agree that ousting Elders was a bad move. If these 
papers reflect the sentiments of their respective 
communities, we have finally found common 
ground.

The Merits of Michael Stipe 

I find it very disturbing that the gay and lesbian 
community is more than ready to denounce an 
artist because s/he will not make an either/or state¬ 
ment about his/her sexual orientation. Michael 
Stipe, lead singer and songwriter of the immense¬ 
ly successful rock group R.E.M., has recently 
(again) come under attack by the gay community 
for resisting the demanded monosyllabic answer to 
the question, “Are you gay?” Perhaps Stipe is try¬ 
ing to tell us something. Are we listening? Could it 
possibly be that there are other legitimate answers 
besides the politically correct “yes” or “no”? 

How soon we’ve forgotten the exhilarating buzz 
that electrified the ’93 March On Washington 
when the person beside you looked at you with a 
face of spiritual radiance and said, “This march is 
not about gay rights, it’s about sexual liberation!” 
That expansion of vision has become as pinched 
and mean as the fundamentalists we rail against. If 
we believe that straights have a monopoly on 
tyranny or philistinism, we are, sadly, deluded. In 
the past six or seven years, much has been made in 
the lesbian and gay community of the significance 
of the Native American berdache, the shaman, the 
sexual mediator.

To the artist, 
forced polarity is anathema. 

Regardless of his sexual orientation or his claim 
of sexual ambiguity, Stipe has served the gay com¬ 
munity well. He is loved, admired and respected by 
straight and gay alike, no small accomplishment. 
For his sizable contribution, he is rewarded by both 
straight and gay media with inquisition style “inter¬ 
rogations.” The desired “confession” may be as 
unnatural and untrue to his sexuality as the “yes” 
that was extracted from the latter-day “witch.” This 
kind of literalism is counterproductive to the gay 
and lesbian community. It is also the death of the 
artist, an archetype that we as gays and lesbians 
make special claim to. It is time for renewed vision 
lest we become that which we most fear (and hate.)

resident Bill Clinton

Gingrich of Georgia. 

Take this one seriously, folks! 
The thought of the Newtster in the 
White House might make many 
wince, but the word out of 
Washington is that a number of 
Gingrich checkbook GOP back¬ 
ers met secretly two weeks ago to 
plot Newt’s move from the top 
office in the House of 
Representatives to the Oval Office 
at 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. 

Most Republicans expect to 
see Senate Majority Leader Bob 
Dole duke it out with fellow 
Republican Senator Phil 
Gramm, former Veep Dan 
Quayle, former Housing 
Director Jack Kemp and even 
Pat Buchanan, but those close to 
Gingrich now believe the guy 
has the momentum going for 
him. If he can keep his high pro¬ 
file going for another year or so, 
he’s a “natural” to take on Bill 
Clinton next year, one GOP 
financier commented Sunday. 

No question about it, Newt is 
currently the “big man on the 
Washington campus” and his 
fellow Republicans are none too 
pleased about it. Indeed, the 
back-stabbing, albeit subtle, 
between Dole, Gramm and 
Gingrich has already begun. 

Meanwhile, as many long¬ 
time Democratic D.C. movers 
and shakers (notably Tom Foley 
and George Mitchell) rode off 
into the sunset this week, many 
other Democrats were firmly 
predicting that “we’ll be back.” 
Does this all sound like fun for 
political junkies like us or what? 

In addition, former 
Massachusetts Senator Paul 
Tsongas, Clinton’s most formi¬ 
dable rival in the ’92 presiden¬ 
tial primaries, has so soured on 
Clinton and Company that he 
says he will never back the pres¬ 
ident’s re-election bid and is 
now speaking publicly about 
forming a third party with some¬ 
one like General Colin Powell 
as its presidential candidate. 
Tsongas has stated that he will 
not enter the race himself but 


will provide, with the help of 
others, a party that disgruntled 
Democrats, unhappy Repub¬ 
licans and political indepen¬ 
dents can support. 

Paul Tsongas appears very 
serious about creating a third 
party. He remains a respected 
figure among many Democrats, 
and his idea of an “alternative 
party/candidate” is certain to 
gain credence if General Powell 
eventually becomes the one to 
carry the independent banner. 

Powell, incidentally, has not 
publicly stated his party affilia¬ 
tion but is generally assumed to 
be a Republican since he has 
always worked for Republican 
presidents. He remains 
immensely popular and has kept

himself quite visible through 
frequent speaking engagements. 

In fact, in a recent speech in 
Cleveland, Powell said he was 
“developing a political philoso¬ 
phy.” Fueling speculation that he 
could be convinced to run as a 
third-party candidate, Powell 
added, “I think there is a possi¬ 
bility of a third party in 1996. I 
think it would be wonderful.” 

Though there is more and 
more discussion in Washington 
about a third-party candidate 
next year, one obstacle to such 
an event occurring is the fact 
that both the Democrats and the 
Republicans get millions of dol¬ 
lars in public funds that are not, 
by law, available to third-party 
candidates. Elections. Just when 
you get past one and think you 
have a breather from the bullshit 
of politics, yet another one 
comes along. The “democracy” 
we Americans live under brings 
with it the promise of an endless 
campaign made up of candidates 
none of us really much care 
about. Maybe outgoing 
California Secretary of State 
Tony Miller had it right when he 
recently proposed a “none of the 


above” line on the voting ballot.

Speaking of the above-men¬ 
tioned Miller (one of the most 
able bureaucrats in 
Sacramento), he will go to work 
next week as chief deputy to 
new state Controller Kathleen 
Connell.

San Diego Mayor Susan 
Golding, a Republican, is get¬ 
ting high marks for securing the 
1996 GOP Convention in her 
town (Aug. 12-15). 

Pete Wilson has to be smil¬ 
ing. Wilson will go to the San 
Diego convention as a “favorite 
son” and could end up as the 
GOP nominee, though an offer 
of the vice presidency is more 
likely. Meanwhile, he continues 
to deny that he’s interested in 
being anything other than gover¬ 
nor of our fair state. 

Chief clerk of the Assembly 
is one of the sweeter “plums” in 
Sacramento; look for former 
GOP Assemblyman Tom 
McClintock to get that position 
when the Republicans finally 
take over. The current clerk, 
Dotson Wilson, is probably emp¬ 
tying out his desk about now. 

In Concord, New Hampshire, 
State Rep. William McCann 
says he’ll meet with the state’s 
Roman Catholic Diocese in 
hopes of overcoming the 
Church’s opposition to a gay 
rights bill that died in the ’94 
legislature due almost entirely to 
their opposition. Good luck! 

And in Des Moines, a plan to 
teach students in high school 
about homosexuality has the sup¬ 
port of the majority of the school 
board, but local fundamentalists 
are organizing to block it. 

I don’t know why the local 
(straight) press and so many gay 
activists are surprised/outraged 
by the Clinton administration’s 
decision to withdraw the name 
of gay philanthropist/activist 
James Hormel as ambassador to 
Fiji. This one was predicted in 
this column nearly two months 
ago when it became apparent 
that the GOP would take over 
the Senate and Jesse Helms 
would become chair of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

Political predictions can land 
you in a pile of you-know-what, 
but hell, every other political 
junkie with a forum is doing it, 
so here goes mine for 1995. 
Assemblyman Jim Brulte will 
eventually beat out Willie 
Brown for Assembly speaker. 
Willie Brown will run for retir¬ 
ing Milton Marks’ state Senate 
seat and once again quickly 
become a top Sacramento power 
broker. Mayor Frank Jordan will 
be re-elected in a somewhat less

m I e are clipping 
> along at 70 miles 
fl / ' an hour on the 
1 highway on our 
way from the airport to our 
childhood home where our 
father lives with his new wife. 

It has rained recently, and the 
sun is setting behind the 
clouds. The streets and the sky 
are like a sheet half silver and 
half hematite. 

We haven’t spent more than 
five minutes alone in probably 
four or five years. The silences 
are only slightly uncomfort¬ 
able. Somehow, my brother and 
I wind up on the topic of rela¬ 
tionships, and after we agree 
laughingly that they are a full¬ 
time business, we drift back 
into silence. 

Taillights switch on in front 
of us, and suddenly, everything 
illuminated seems like a 
Christmas decoration. “You ^ 
wouldn’t happen to have a cig¬ 
arette on you?” my brother 
asks. I put one in my mouth, 
light it, and hand it to him. We 
have to stop at his house on the 
way to our father’s so he can 
get the keys. Dad’s still on a 
business trip but will be home 
in a few hours. 

We exit the highway and 
pass what used to be a dyke- 
owned Mexican restaurant. It 
has closed since my last visit. 
We make the necessary stop 
and continue on. 

A block away from Dad’s, 
we pass what has now become 
the queer strip. The dyke- 
owned bookstore has grown; it 
now boasts a* cafe. The dyke- 
owned record store has expand¬ 
ed into two storefronts, and the 
novelty/card shop owned by 
gay men seems to be doing a 
bustling business. Who’d have 
thought such a shopping strip 
would exist here just a little 
above and to the left of the 
buckle of the Bible Belt. 

We finally arrive at 4706 
Westminster Place, and I nego¬ 
tiate my way through the unfa¬ 
miliar furniture - the rowing 
machine, stationary bicycle, 
Nordic Track, treadmill and 
weight bench - to the third 
floor where my old room is. I 


open the door to find someone 
sleeping in a bed that is not 
mine - more furniture from my 
stepmother’s house. I will later 
find out that this person is the 
son of the neighbor whose 
house burned two weeks before 
my arrival. 

I open the door to the spare 
bedroom and put down my suit¬ 
case laden with clothes, paper¬ 
work and holiday gifts. The 
room is sterile like a hotel room 
save for a picture of me and one 
of a stepbrother I have never 
met. 

My father finally returns 
from his business trip, and we 
go around the corner for a 
Welsh burger and chips. I see 
the cook over my father’s 
shoulder and recognize him as 
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the little brother of my 7th-9th 
grade best friend. The last time 
I saw him, he was thirteen. He’s 
not so little anymore. He’s at 
least 6’2”, and he even has a 
beard. His sister will later tell 
me that he’s 20.1 ask him when 
his sister is coming in, and he 
tells me Christmas Eve. 

Wonderful wings 

The days pass. I stay up till 
three almost every night talking 
to my brothers or my mother or 
some friend I run into and find 
that we are still friends as adults 
after so many years and so 
many changes. 

I hook up with my friend, the 
one whose brother is the cook, 
and we go run errands and wind 
up at Culpepper’s restaurant 
with the best chicken wings on 
the planet. The grease drips 
from our fingers, and we lick 
them before grabbing our 
already greasy bottles of 
Budweiser (it’s difficult to find 
anything except Anheiser-Busch 
products in St. Louis) for a swig. 

We laugh so much my 
cheeks hurt. She doesn’t bat an 
eyelash when I tell her that I’m 
a dyke. Her roommate is gay. 
We pay the bill and wind up 
going to a dyke bar. (Yes, a 
dyke bar actually exists here! A 
pretty nice one, too. So much 


for San Francisco, huh!) 

There is dance music on, but 
we are in the back where it 
doesn’t impede conversation. 
The flashing lights and music 
surrounding the dance floor in 
the front portion of the bar cre¬ 
ate atmosphere and a sound¬ 
track that makes me feel like 
I’m in some sort of Hollywood 
movie like a twentysomething 
Big Chill where the cominess is 
genuine. 

I tell her about San 
Francisco and as much as I can 
of the last seven years of my 
life. She tells me about Kansas 
City, where she lives in a down¬ 
town loft apartment and works 
as a financial planner. “I am not 
lazy,” she explains, “but I hate 
to work. This way I can make a 
lot of money and invest it wise¬ 
ly so I will be able to stop 
working as soon as possible.” 
Sounds good to me. 

The next night I go out with 
my brother and his girlfriend 
who I am meeting for the first 
time. She looks kind of like the 
mother on My So-Called Life 
but is much more beautiful and 
much less conservative. 

She has Melissa Etheridge 
on in the car. I wonder if it’s 
supposed to be for me. Does 
she know? I wonder. The tape 
ends, and I look over my broth¬ 
er’s shoulder as he opens the 
box to find another one. I see 
k.d. lang, another Melissa, the 
Indigo Girls, Lyle Lovett, Me 
Shell N’Dege Ocello, Us3 - all 
people I listen to myself - 
among others. Hmmm. 

She’s read my stories she 
tells me and begins to talk 
about them. So she knows I’m a 
dyke and doesn’t seem to care. 
We go to a two-story blues bar 
that is decorated in a funky way 
that makes me feel like I’m still 
in the Mission. We drink a few 
too many gin and tonics and 
talk the night away. I like her 
and she likes me. We’re all a 
happy family. They make a pact 
to visit me in San Francisco. 

The days and nights of my 
trip to St. Louis continue like 
this, filled with good folks and 
good times. Home, which I 
used to refer to as St. Lousy 
Misery, is not so lousy and mis¬ 
erable as I once thought. T

The Loma Prieta earthquake and aftermath of 
October 17, 1989 demonstrated the importance of 
civilian volunteers during a disaster. 

“The fire department recognized the tremendous 
contribution of civilian volunteers in the aftermath of 
the Loma Prieta earthquake and designed this pro¬ 
gram to help people be better prepared to take care of 
themselves and their neighborhoods in the initial 72 
hours following a disaster, when emergency services 
may not be available,” said Frank Lucier, program 
coordinator for NERT with the SFFD. “With this in 
mind, the San Francisco Fire Department has devel¬ 
oped a program of civilian emergency response team 
training. The intention of this training is to give vol¬ 
unteers a higher level of basic skills in firefighting, 
search and rescue, disaster medicine, and disaster pre¬ 
paredness.” 

This type of program is presently going on all the 
way from Salinas to Dixon, Lucier told the B.A.R. So 
far training has been conducted in about 60 different 
communities. 

The whole idea of a gay lesbian NERT group start¬ 
ed with a lesbian woman who lives in Noe Valley, 
Marjorie Sheffield. ▼

Reporting Hate Violence

The scenario is becoming all 
too familiar nationwide, even in 
supposedly gay/lesbian-tolerant 
San Francisco: a physical attack 
or property vandalism takes 
place on the streets, the office 
suites, schools or neighbor¬ 
hoods, motivated in whole or in 
part by the perpetrator’s homo¬ 
phobia or other biases. In San 
Fran- 



last year, with 50 reported in 
December. “I anticipate that by 
the end of ’94 we will likely 
surpass the 1993 total of 366,” 
said Leslie Addison, CUAV 
Hate Crime Client Advocate. 
While that level of reporting 
indicates some awareness of 
what a reportable incident is, 
Addison noted that most vic¬ 
tims don’t know they have a 
right to report an incident as 
hate-motivated, whether it is 
criminal or non-criminal. Thus, 
the following information 
should prove helpful in the 
event you or someone you 
know is a victim of hate vio¬ 
lence. 

What is hate violence? 

According to CUAV’s train¬ 
ing manual, hate violence is 
criminal behavior, including 
verbal harassment, threats, 
physical and/or sexual violence, 
blackmail, and property 
destruction, directed at an indi¬ 
vidual because of bias against 
his/her identity, including 
his/her gender, race, culture, 
religion, sexual orientation, 
political beliefs, HIV-status, 
physical and mental ability, 
and/or other forms of identify. 
Some examples: 

• A skinhead group spray- 
paints a swastika on a syna¬ 
gogue. (Anti-Semitic) 

• A heterosexual man goes 
into a gay bar, “picks up” a gay 
or bisexual man, and lures him 
outside where a group of his 
friends are waiting to beat a 
“fag.” (Gay Bashing) 

• A lesbian couple throws an 
anniversary party and invites 
their women friends; a neighbor 
threatens to kill all the “dykes” 
and fires a pellet gun into their 
window. (Anti-Lesbian) 

• The Rodney King incident, 
in which police used brutal and 
unnecessary force in combina¬ 
tion with racist epithets. 
(Racist) 

• A parent finds his/her 
son’s/daughter diary, discovers 
they are involved in a same-sex 
relationship and beats them as a 
result. (Family and Hate 
Violence) 

• A heterosexual man or 
woman is physically assaulted 
by someone who perceives the 
victim to be gay or lesbian and 


yells anti-gay, anti-lesbian 
insults at the victim. (Gay 
Bashing) 

Victims and their supporters 
should be aware that there are 
several criteria that police are 
required to consider in deter¬ 
mining whether an incident is 
hate-motivated: 

• The perpetrator(s) used 
language or symbols that indi¬ 
cated anti-gay or AIDS-related 
bias such as the terms “dyke” or 
“fag” or painting of a swastika; 

• Objects or items were used 
that indicate bias (e.g., a burn¬ 
ing cross in front of a victim’s 
residence); 

• The incident occurred in a 
setting where there is a history 
of anti-gay incidents; 

• The victim was engaged in 
promoting lesbian and gay 
equality or a response to AIDS; 

• The incident coincided 
with a gay holiday like gay and 
lesbian pride day; 

• There was evidence of hate 
group activity; 

• There was evidence that the 
perpetrator was previously 
involved in anti-gay crimes or is 
a member of hate groups; 

• The victim and/or the larg¬ 
er community perceived that 
the incident was motivated by 
anti-gay bias; 

• There was an absence of 
other apparent motives; and 

• There was evidence of 
intense rage, for example a 
severe beating or mutilation. 

According to a 1990 report 
by the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force Policy 
Institute on Anti-Gay/Lesbian 
Violence and Defamation, 
“Unlike police, some groups 
classified robberies as anti-gay 
if they occurred in gay-identi¬ 
fied areas and appeared to be 
motivated by the perception 
that the victim was an ‘easy 
mark’, unable to fight back or 
unwilling to risk exposure by 
reporting to the police.” 

Police are often reticent to 
identify an incident in a police 
report as hate motivated 
despite a victim’s insistence. 
When that occurs, Jill Tregor, 
executive director of the 
Intergroup Clearing house on 
anti-hate violence prevention 
and service project in San 
Francisco, advises that “the 
best thing you can do is contact 
community groups. Those who 
make progress in such cases 
are those where police are 
pressured by community 
groups, who often get police 
and prosecutors to give the 
case a second look.” Sandi 
Bargioni, who heads the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
Hate Crimes Unit, agreed, not¬ 
ing that a victim or a commu¬ 
nity group may contact her unit 
at (415) 553-1133. “We will 
talk to the assigned investiga¬ 
tor, if necessary, talk to the 
officer that took the report, and 
try to make an honest assess¬ 
ment of the incident. If we then 
feel that the case belongs in the 
hate crimes unit, it will be 
transferred here. If we do not 
feel that bias was the primary 
motivation, or if it is lacking in 
all documentation available to 
us, most likely the case will not 
be reassigned to the hate 
crimes unit.” 


Addison agreed that 
Bargioni’s citation of the “pri¬ 
mary hate motivation” legal 
standard for hate crimes is 
accurate. But she also empha¬ 
sized that such a standard is 
very hard to prove, and 
emphasized that victims 
should insist on a report being 
taken even if a crime is not 
involved since the depart¬ 
ment’s procedures on hate vio¬ 
lence also require non-crimi¬ 
nal hate violence to be report¬ 
ed. Thus, reporting an incident 
involving just a verbal assault 
“gives community groups and 
the police an awareness of the 
level of anti-gay/lesbian senti¬ 
ments, and we can use it in 
examining this level,” said 
Addison. 

“For individuals, homopho¬ 
bia is a compounded trauma. 
Victims remember prior inci¬ 
dents of being derisively called 
a faggot or dyke. We at CUAV 
can help them process the trau¬ 
ma and help them put this inci¬ 
dent in a broader social con¬ 
text,” she added. CUAV also 
offers self-defense classes and 
assistance with other plans for 
making actual or potential vic¬ 
tims safer. ▼

Marty Rogers: 

Sacto’s First Angry Man

Some people might be able 
to correctly guess by looking at 
Marty Rogers that the 
Sacramento resident is a profes¬ 
sor, lecturer, and presenter of 
professional papers. What might 
be harder to tell is that the 
almost shy, soft-spoken man is 
best known as “The Father of 
the Gay Rights Movement” in 
Sacramento, or that he is even 
capable of the kind of anger that 
he says fuels his politics. 

“Most of what I did was 
fueled by anger. I get angry and 
then I act,” Rogers tells the Bay 
Area Reporter. “All activism is 
bom in anger.” 

A life of gay activism was 
not what anyone expected of the 
bookish kid who attended the 
elite Bronx School of Science 
and New York University, then 
went to Columbia and Western 
Reserve for two separate 
Masters Degrees before getting 
his Ph.D in Clinical Psychology 
from Case Western Reserve in 
1968, along with post-graduate 
training in psychotherapy. 

In September of 1968, when 
Rogers came to California State 
University at Sacramento, he 
says, “It wasn’t like it is now. 
We were frightened, terrified. 
You know you’re gay - but not 
up-front. It was something to be 
concealed, hidden; something to 
do on weekends. At that time 
there were no other perspec¬ 
tives.” 

Then, in 1969 or 1970, he' 
had what he calls a “transform¬ 
ing experience.” A friend in 
medical school at UC Davis 
invited him to attend a meeting 
of a new gay student organiza¬ 
tion there, since Rogers was 
trained in group dynamics and 
the group was having some 
internal difficulties. 

“It was absolutely foreign to 
me,” he now laughs, “to see a 
group of gay folks in the day¬ 
time, in a room with the lights 
on and no mind-altering sub¬ 
stances, talking about their 
lives. It was absolutely trans¬ 
forming: I didn’t have a catego¬ 
ry for that realm of gay experi¬ 
ence. 

“I was so dazzled - I was in 
shock, really - and in my 
naivete I went back to Sac State 
and said, ‘Why not start a group 
here?”’ 

In the middle of the first 
planning session for that group, 
with 13 gay men in his apart¬ 
ment, Rogers “panicked” when 
a female neighbor who had indi¬ 
cated an interest in him knocked 



at the door. 

“I told the guys they would 
have to get out of the living 
room, that I couldn’t let her see 
them there,” he now recalls. 
“But then I realized what I was 
doing and I opened the door, 
told her I was busy entertaining 
friends, and we established the 
‘Society for Homosexual 
Freedom.’” 

Rogers now shakes his head 
in amazement at his own brash¬ 
ness. “You have to remember, I

wasn’t even tenured at the time, 
I had no job security, no stature, 
and was just beginning my 
career. The group had to be 
approved by the student govern¬ 
ment and then by the Faculty 
Senate. 

“The student government 
was no problem,” he recalls, 
“but in the Faculty Senate, those 
who most talked against it were 
the closeted faculty who were so 
frightened.” 

The next hurdle was getting 
approval by the then-acting 
president of the university, and 
Rogers still remembers the 
political lesson he learned: 
“This guy was a liberal and he 
was waiting to be appointed 
president of the university so he 
asked us not to rock the boat - 
to wait and not press the issue. 
We figured we’d do that because 
if he was appointed president, 
he’d approve our group, and if 
he wasn’t appointed he’d have 
nothing to lose and he’d still 
approve it. I learned a good les¬ 
son, because he didn’t become 
president and he still rejected 
the group. 

“This great liberal gave me 
three reasons, steeped in the 
depths of misinformation and 
homophobia: he said 1) we 
would seduce students; 2) that it 
was illegal to have such a group; 
3) the group would draw homo¬ 
sexuals to the campus.” 

Rogers went from quiet 
patience to flaming firebrand 
and wrote a letter to the student 
newspaper declaring his own 
manifesto: “1) Homosexuals 
have always been here; 2) they 
are here now, and I am one; 3) 
and they always will be here.” 
Then he and attorney John 
Poswell took the president of 
the university and the board of 
trustees to court, and won their 
case on the grounds of freedom 
of assembly. 

Thereafter, the university 
was forever changed with 
Rogers’s perpetually-filled 
classes on “Homosexuality In 
American Culture,” 


“Homosexual Experience and 
Alternate Sexual Lifestyles,” 
“Homosexuals As Persons,” and 
other courses. At the time, regu¬ 
lar course offerings needed to be 
approved by the University 
Curriculum Committee, which 
had special rules for courses that 
dealt with sexuality. The chair 
of the committee said of Rogers, 
“He’s a gay man, but he’s a 
good professor.” 

“They had no comprehension 
that we were more than sexual 
beings,” Rogers says. 

The “good professor” also 
endured the complaints of par¬ 
ents who wrote to then- 
Govemor Reagan protesting his 
classes and his presence at the 
University. 

Packed classes featured 
speakers like Reverend Freda 
Smith, now Pastor of the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, who presented biblical 
and spiritual aspects of gay 
lives; and inspired student lead¬ 
ers like Tim Warford, who went 
on to become co-founder of 
Sacramento’s Lambda 

Community Center. To cover 
the social as well as the academ¬ 
ic front lines, Rogers raised eye¬ 
brows by taking a date to the 
University President’s Tea - 
where they danced. 

Lou Camera, now the direc¬ 
tor of student activities at CSU 
Sacramento, says, “He was 
there before anyone else. He 
opened the gates and let others 
continue the work. My job is 
that much easier for me as an 
openly gay man at this 
University and it’s because of 
what Marty did.” 

Larry Hoover, now semi- 
retired director of personnel at 
UC Davis, concurs, saying, 
“There’s an awesome litany of 
his accomplishments stretching 
over 20 years. He was the first 
openly gay person I’d ever met, 
and I saw him continue to func¬ 
tion in the face of threats of 
death and violence. He was an 
articulate spokesman for the 
community. He created a cur¬ 
riculum for UC Davis called 
‘The Invisible Employee’ which 
was given to University 
Administrators and Managers 
and is available to corporate 
entities. It is an incredibly valu¬ 
able piece of work.” 

Rogers also vividly remem¬ 
bers the time when, “After the 
court case, I was literally the 
only public person in 
Sacramento who was gay. 
Remember, at the time there 
was no Lambda Center, there 
was no Linda Bimer and Mom 
Guess What newspaper: at that 
time she was one of my stu¬ 
dents. When the television peo¬ 
ple or the newspapers wanted a 
quote they called me. But just 
before I was to receive tenure I 
received a letter from a repre¬ 
sentative of the board of trustees 
which forbade me from making 
further public statements. It 
was pure intimidation. I called 
John Poswell again - he said 
they couldn’t legally do that, so 
I just kept making my presenta¬ 
tions - and I got tenured.” 

After instigating the campus 
mini-revolution, Rogers was a 
founding member and Steering 
Committee member of the 
National Association of Gay 
Psychologists and edited that 
association’s newsletter; a mem-

A recent episode of KQED-TV’s (Channel 
9) “This Week in Northern California” — the 
only regular news show produced by the Bay 
Area PBS station — featured a segment on San 
Francisco’s landmark legislation that outlaws 
discrimination against transgendered people. 
Introducing the segment, host Belva Davis 
described the new law as providing “special 
rights” for the City’s transgendered citizens. 

Of course, the legislation protects the basic, 
civil rights of transgendered people and has 
nothing to do with “special rights,” a category 
of mythical liberties created by homophobes. 
When Davis’ shocking misnomer was brought 
to the station’s attention, however, an on-air 
apology and correction were quickly promised. 
According to station representatives, the error 
was unintentional — a scriptwriter’s glitch that 
in no way represented the conscious use of false 
and misleading right wing rhetoric. 

Though the script error was unfortunate, 
KQED’s swift response is certainly encourag¬ 
ing.

often humorous stories of twenty famous musi¬ 
cians -— people of all shapes, sizes, tempera¬ 
ments, and lifestyles, from various countries 
and historical periods, beginning with Vivaldi 
and ending with Woody Guthrie.” The author 
describes the varied personal relationships that 
framed these musicians’ lives, most of whom 
achieved creative genius without benefit of the 
much-proselytized “traditional family values” 
(which, the propagandists claim, are the sine 
qua non of success). 

About Tchaikovsky, Krull writes: “There are 
two stories about Tchaikovsky’s death. Some 
say he carelessly drank unboiled water during a 
cholera epidemic, contracting the fatal disease. 
Others think he took poison because he was 
being blackmailed. Tchaikovsky was homosex¬ 
ual at a time when this was considered com¬ 
pletely unacceptable socially, and members of 
the aristocracy were said to be threatening to 
expose him unless he killed himself.” Perhaps 
in some more-enlightened classroom, children 
reading such a passage will be encouraged to 
consider not only how homophobia took a life, 
but how it may have robbed us all of musical 
masterpieces yet to be written. 

KruH’s book is hardly a diary of who is or 
isn’t gay in the musical world; her historical 
anecdotes wouldn’t even qualify as probing. 
Nevertheless — and most significantly — she 
simply acknowledges the diversity that exists 
among the lives of famous musicians. But for 
taking that simple approach, her book has 
already provoked criticism (after much censori¬ 
ous hubbub, for example, the San Diego County 
Office of Education has judged the book fit only 
for “older,” high-school students, though it is 
clearly written for a younger audience). 

Children’s books that include fair and factu¬ 
al references to sexual orientation must con¬ 
stantly be recommended to local boards of edu¬ 
cation, so often the targets of Right Wing homo¬ 
phobes. In addition, authors of such books must 
be encouraged •— despite the demands of bigots 
— to continue creating a literature of integrity 
and truth that is the right of every child.

However, the new 
song, written by lyricist Leslie Bricusse, con¬ 
tained lines such as, “If you knew who’s a 
tough, but who’s a real powder puff, you’d stand 
with your back to the wall,” and “Til the laws 
are revised . . . convicts are compromised . . . 
Boy Scouts and choir boys terrorized.”

Marijuana on Trial as Medicine 


by Bob Roehr 

In November 1993 Jerry 
Mensch of Charles County, 
Maryland was arrested at the 
farm where he raises goats, 
located about an hour southeast 
of Washington, D.C., for posses¬ 
sion of ten grams of marijuana. 
The arrest wasn’t the result of 
brilliant police work; it came 
from a disgruntled former 
housemate who turned him in. 

Mensch says he grew and 
smoked marijuana to fight the 
fatigue, nausea, and diarrhea 
brought on by ddl, one of many 
drugs he takes to fight HIV. Two 
weeks ago, on December 19, 
1994 he asked a judge to help 
him in his fight, and return his 
marijuana to him. 

But now, he told judge George 
Bowling, “I just looked in the 
mirror. I just looked like I was

slipping away.” The marijuana 
curbed the side effects of his 
medication, allowing him to 
regain weight and resume normal 
activity. The three-hour prelimi¬ 
nary hearing was to determine if 
the court will allow Mensch to - 
argue that using marijuana was 
necessary for his health. 

It is called a medical necessi¬ 
ty defense and has been used by 
a small but growing number of 
people to defend their use of 
marijuana to combat the effects 
of maladies ranging from AIDS, 
to glaucoma, to radiation and 
chemotherapy used in fighting 
cancers. 

“Many judges will not 
allow it,” said Allen St. Pierre, 
spokesman for the National 
Organization for Marijuana 
Reform (NORML). “Probably 
80 percent or more of the time 
it never gets by its first imped¬ 
iment, which is a judge saying 
‘no’ to a motion to bring it up.” 

But when an attorney is 
allowed to use that defense, and 
brings in the primary caregivers 
and an outside expert to testify, 
a jury almost inevitably finds in 
favor of the sick person. “The 
winning rate is remarkable, 
close to 98-99 percent,” said St. 
Pierre. Mensch’s physician, 
Doug Ward, testified at the hear¬ 
ing that he had not recommend¬ 
ed Marinol, a prescription med¬ 
icine containing synthetic THC, 
the active ingredient in natural 
marijuana. 

In an earlier interview Ward 
had said that Marinol worked as 
an appetite stimulant for per¬ 
haps a third of his patients, not 
well for another portion, and 
“some people have intolerable 
side effects: it actually makes

How to Build a 
Medical Necessity Defense 

Attorney Norman Elliott Kent has used a medical necessity 
defense to win relief for several clients. He offers guidelines to 
building your case: 

“You need to be sick with an advanced, continuing, and dete¬ 
riorating condition that causes you suffering. You need to 
demonstrate also that the traditional and tried remedies have 
been inadequate. And you need to establish that your chosen 
herbal alternative, marijuana, has retarded the condition of that 
debilitating condition. That is something you cannot always do 
alone.” 

“Come out of the closet” so your physician can monitor the 
results and establish “some reasonable nexus between your use 
of marijuana and the bettering of your physical condition.” 

Make sure that “consumption and possession is consistent 
with your condition.” In other words, handle only the amount of 
marijuana that your medical use can justify. T 


them worse.” He also found that 
those who smoked cigarettes or 
marijuana were less likely to do 
well on Marinol and said he 
hasn’t found it at all effective in 
controlling nausea. 


Additional legal briefs will 
be submitted and Judge 
Bowling will rule about the first

Marin’s Harmon To Receive MLK Award

Longtime gay activist Bob Harmon is the 
winner of this year’s Martin Luther King Jr. 
Community Service Award, given by the 
Marin Human Rights Commission, in recog¬ 
nition of his 18-month effort to get a domes¬ 
tic partners ordinance passed there. 

Harmon, a Major in the U. S. Army 
reserve, announced he was gay in an Op-Ed 
piece in the Marin Independent Journal and 
was among the uniformed gay servicemem- 
bers featured in a New Yorker photo spread. 
According to Patricia Maguire, a staff 
spokeswoman for the Human Rights 
Commission, the Richard Avedon photo was 
subsequently reprinted in a Newsweek maga¬ 
zine article about gay men and lesbian 
women in the military. 

No newcomer to Bay Area politics, 
Harmon now serves as the elected corre¬ 
sponding secretary of the Marin Democratic 
Central Committee and is a delegate to the 
State Democratic Central Committee. He was 
instrumental in having two planks inserted 
into the State Democratic Party platform, 
supporting the inclusion of gays in the mili¬ 
tary and supporting the “Project Ten” pro¬ 
gram that provides special support to gay and 
lesbian students. 

Harmon also helped organize the first 
Gay/Lesbian Marin Town Hall Meeting, and 
was the first non-medical person in memory 
to testify before the California Medical 
Association, at the association’s 1993 State 
Convention in Anaheim. Harmon spoke in 
support of a pending resolution that called for 
the CMA to consider the impact of domestic 
partnerships on health insurance and vice 
versa. The resolution subsequently passed. 

A graduate of the University of San 
Francisco, Harmon wrote for the Marin gay 
and lesbian newspaper The Slant between 
1991 and 1994. 

The award recipients will be honored at 
the Holiday Inn in San Rafael on Thursday, 
January 12, at 6 p.m. T

The other Martin Luther King Humanitarian Award 
recipients this year are: 

• Olivia Beltran, a Latina community organizer 
and founder of a soccer academy for young people 
linking soccer with self-esteem and academic impor¬ 
tance; sole organizer for three years of Las Posadas (a 
Mexican Christmas tradition), secretary of La Liga 
Latina de la Norte de la Bahia, an organized league of 
21 soccer teams. A very long list of her community 
activism might fill a book. 

• Carole Hayashino. a member of the Japanese 
American Citizens League. 'She worked tirelessly in 
her efforts to launch a national legislative campaign 
seeking an apology and monetary compensation for 
Americans of Japanese ancestry interned during 
World War II." Maguire said. Hayashino contributed to 
grassroots lobbying efforts leading to passage and 
enactment of the Civil Liberties Act of 1988, the 
redress bill signed by President Ronald Reagan. "She 
works toward improved human relations and under¬ 
standing by building bridges internationally, nationally, 
and on a community level," Maguire said. 

• Joan Kilburn, who founded the parent training 
and resource center MATRIX, for families with dis¬ 
abled children, in 1993. The organization is now 
nationally recognized and respected. 

• Kerry Peirson, a resident of the low-income 
housing complex Shelter Hill who advocates for low- 
income people, minorities, youth, and other groups 
struggling for equality, Maguire said. Peirson, working 
strictly a volunteer, was one of the founders of the 
Marin Affirmative Action Task Force; participates with 
the Tamalpais Education Task Force; and is on the 
executive board of the Marin American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 

• Luther Wallace has been executive director of 
the Human Rights Resource Center for the past eight 
years. "His advocacy for human rights goes well 
beyond the eight hours a day he spends at HRRC," 
said Maguire. Known for his availability to and con¬ 
cern for all people, Wallace also serves on several key 
agencies, commissions, and councils in Marin. 

• The Reverend Fred Small, pastor of the Marin 
City Church of God for 35 years, will be honored with 
the Martin Luther King Lifetime Achievement Award.

ber of the Homosexual Counseling Journal 
editorial board; a member of the American 
Psychologists Association’s Task Force on 
the Status of Gay and Lesbian 
Psychologists; chaired the APA’s Board of 
Social and Ethical Responsibility for 
Psychology; and pioneered a new school of 
psychotherapy for gay men and lesbians. UC 
Davis’s Hoover describes him as “instru¬ 
mental in the changes in the APA,” including 
the organization’s removal of homosexuality 
as a pathology. 

“We needed to do the work to affirm the 
identities of gay men and lesbians and help 
them get rid of the pain which brings them in 
to therapy,” Rogers says. “We needed a form 
of therapy that would say, ‘You can be gay 
and a full human being.’ Out of that need 
was born Gay and Lesbian Affirmative 
Psychotherapy.” 

“A full-time dad” 

No matter how many other credits Rogers 
racks up, his 21-year-old daughter Piper is 
his proudest achievement by far. The biolog¬ 


ical daughter of a former significant other, 
Piper “was just a baby when we first got 
together in 1973, and she was eight years old 
when we broke up in 1980,” he recalls. 

“By that time she was my child. After the 
break-up she went to live for a year with her 
mother in Southern California; I used to go 
down there to see her. I cared about her, and 
was concerned about her welfare. After that 
year she came to stay with me for the sum¬ 
mer and I told her it was okay if she lived 
with me. Her mother consented and I 
became a full-time dad.” 

Although Rogers has curtailed his 
activism lately - partly because of chronic 
lower back pain, partly because of father¬ 
hood, and partly because of a growing dis¬ 
taste for what he calls “the frontline stuff’ - 
he is vitally interested in the future of the 
gay movement. “Legal issues must be dealt 
with,” he says, “our youth need to be cared 
for, and we have to come out.” He has 
helped on at least one of those fronts by col¬ 
laborating with colleague Teresa Corrigan 
on a workshop for schoolteachers and 
administrators called “Invisible Students At 
Risk,” which is based on their successful 
“Invisible Employee” workshops. He says 
he is haunted by the need to reach “Moms 


and Dads, students who were sent to incom¬ 
petent therapists, teachers, librarians, and 
others who need support. 

“I want to get things done,” he says. “I 
have low tolerance for endless meetings and 
discussions that go nowhere. We can stran¬ 
gle on political correctness, and there are 
organizations that have become non-func¬ 
tional because of ridiculous gender rules. 
I’ve disconnected, the movement has to 
grow or die, I don’t own it - just give me an 
assignment and I’ll do it.” 

“My philosophy is that if the movement 
is viable it has to be self-regenerating,” he 
told the B.A.R. “The people who were there 
in the beginning have to step aside... Still, if 
I didn’t have a kid and a back problems...” 

“He was a role model for me,” Hoover 
says. “He became a primary parent for Piper 
and continues to take responsibility for that 
young woman and, seeing that, I was able to 
keep my relationship with my daughters 
viable also. 

“His whole life is a focus for good. He 
was gay long before it was safe. The risks he 
took - the contributions he made - to make 
people’s lives infinitely different than they 
would have been had he not been there - are 
incredible.” T

that personal property including 
sound and other equipment was 
illegally seized by police. 

Gays versus police? 

Political reaction to the raid 
was immediate and furious. 

Members of the board of 
supervisors, including supervisors 
Terence Hallinan, Susan Leal, and 
Tom Ammiano, have called for a 
board hearing of the complaints. 
“I am very disturbed by reports of 
verbal harassment and excessive 
force by police,” said Leal. 

Gay and lesbian activists, like 
police abuse watchdog Gerard 
Koskovich, say the raid is the 
worst “human rights outrage” 
against the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity since the October 6, 1989 
police sweep of the Castro. 

The police see things differ¬ 
ently. 

“What concerns me is the per¬ 
ception that this is a gay-versus- 
police issue. At this time I don’t 
believe that it is,” Ribera said. 

Police say they didn’t know 
the party was a gay event, but 
were simply responding to a 
call, and treated the incident 
like any other routine police 
action involving an illegal 
SOMA nightclub. 

Activists are advising eyewit¬ 
nesses and complainants to con¬ 
tact organizers and the Office of 
Citizen Complaints, and not to 
cooperate with the police internal 
affairs investigation. 

Organizers of the party, and 
people who were arrested there, 
will hold a press conference to 
detail their charges against the 
police this morning, January 5, at 
11 a.m. on the steps of City Hall. 
They will also speak during pub¬ 
lic comment portions of the San 
Francisco Police Commission’s 
January 11 meeting. ▼

San Francisco’s Stonewall 


by Mary Ann Swissler 

What the San Francisco 
police saw as a routine bust at a 
New Year’s Day costume ball 
later turned into a Valentine’s 
Day present for gays every¬ 
where. 

Once inside the courtroom, 
the case made history. The 
ACLU defended Mrs. Nancy 
May and three gay attorneys, 
Elliott Leighton, Herbert 
Donaldson and Evander Smith, 
on the outrageous but routine 
charges often faced by gays 
and lesbians — obstructing a 
police officer in the course of 
his duties. On February 11, 
1965, Municipal Court Judge 
Leo Friedman not only 
instructed the jury to bring in 
an acquittal, but ordered the 
confiscation of police depart¬ 
ment photos taken of ballgoers, 
including the negatives.

Publicly, anyway, police 
harassment was stopped and 
politicians started communi¬ 
cating with a new-found voting 
bloc. Things would never be 
the same. 

Herb Donaldson, one of the 
attorneys taken into custody 
after informing undercover offi¬ 
cers that the Mardi Gras cos¬ 
tume ball was a private party 
for charity, described Friedman 
“as a great man who did the 
right thing.” Donaldson remem¬ 
bered the trial as a worldwide 
media event that spotlighted San 
Francisco. 

“It’s best to look at this as a 
seamless piece of cloth in which 
one event happens and then 
another, all of which gave us 
more and more rights,” 
Donaldson recently observed. 


Recalled B.A.R. publisher 
Bob Ross, who booked the hall, 
“It invigorated a section of the 
community.” The city chipped 
in $25,000 towards this end, as a 
gesture of support. The Society 
for Individual Rights set up a 
legal referral board and an 
employment agency for over a 
year. 

Upon victory, Donaldson 
said, they filed a lawsuit against 
the city, but decided to drop it. 
“We didn’t do it for the money. 
We did it to put the police on the 
defense. The city, of course, had 
to begin to be careful on how 
they handled us,” he said. 

“It knocked the power out of 
the Sex Detail of the police 
department,” and established 
police officer Elliott 
Blackstone as liaison to the gay 
community, recalled 

Donaldson. Thereafter, you 
could advertise gay and lesbian 


dances, and instead of getting 
thrown in a police van, the 
department helped with permits 
and traffic control. (The 
engines of change didn’t start 
overnight, as evidenced by a 
list of eight hotels published in 
a January 1973 issue of the 
B.A.R ., hotels that were cooper¬ 
ating with police efforts to 
arrest gays and lesbians check¬ 
ing into rooms together.) 

Another police tactic that 
backfired, said Donaldson, 
included an announcement that 
70,000 gay people lived in the 
city of San Francisco, in order to 
scare the public. “The fact that 
they released the statistics 
impressed the politicians,” he 
explained. 

Politicians, including then- 
aspiring Dianne Feinstein, 
courted the new political bloc. 
Feinstein, once elected San 
Francisco Supervisor, appointed 


openly gay assistant Peter 
Nargosi, as her aide. “She court¬ 
ed the gay community and the 
community backed her,” said 
Donaldson. “She recognized us 
as a legitimate minority.” 

The Daughters of Bilitis 
faded away when the national 
group disbanded, but the work 
of their founders Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon went on. Martin 
wrote Lesbian/Woman in 1972, 
and with her 1981 book, The 
Battered Wife , Martin tilled the 
soil for the domestic violence 
victims movement. The Martin- 
Lyon Medical Clinic, devoted 
specifically to treating lesbians, 
opened for Bay Area women in 
1980. ▼

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Queers in History: Private 
Influence on Public Lives

Those who forget the past are condemned to 
repeat it, the philosopher George Santayana 
once said. The oft-repeated adage is intended 
as a warning to mark the moral lessons of his¬ 
tory and the perspective history provides to the 
joys, issues, and calamities of today. 

It is a useful phrase. And ironic. Since 
almost nobody knows Santayana was gay, his 
place in gay history - our past - has been all 
but forgotten. Like that of so many others. 

But no more: gay people have taken to iden¬ 
tifying their own - not just in backstage whis¬ 
pers or gossip over the transom - but online, out 
in the open, proudly reclaiming queer history so 
queer youth and terribly closeted elders will not 
live or die believing they’re sick and alone. 
Santayana is now on a computerized data bank 
of over 700 lesbians, gays, and bisexuals called 
“Queers in History,” distributed by Quistory 
Publishing, Inc. and created by CompuCare 
founder Keith Stem. 

The idea for “Queers in History” came to 
Stem one day as he was perusing Reader's 
Digest , soaking up odd tidbits of information 
on American history. How the germ of that idea 
grew into a software distribution company is 
itself instructive. 

“They had a sidebar on Horatio Alger,” 
Stem recalls. Alger was the author of over 120 
stories about poor newsboys whose virtue was 
rewarded with riches. “They were telling how 
he was kicked out of his hometown of 
Brewster, Massachusetts for getting a little too 
familiar with local youth. I knew who Horatio 
Alger was, but I certainly hadn’t heard any¬ 
thing about that. I was very surprised to hear 
that this very popular writer - almost an 
American icon - was gay. 

“And being a bit of a computer nerd I decid¬ 
ed to make a list in the computer to see what I 
came up with. That night I made a list of about 
50 people who I knew were gay. Michelangelo. 
Leonardo Da Vinci. I was really kind of 
impressed and seeing it on the computer screen 
made it have an impact that impressed me. I did 
a little research and added about 20 more people. 

“Then I was really impressed and started to 
show some of my friends and they thought it 
was kind of cool, so I continued to do research 
and read books - pretty soon I had 100 names. 
Wow - 100 names. But I never thought I could 
hit 200. And lo and behold, pretty soon I got up 
to 250 and I took it to Mark Simon at A 
Different Light Bookstore in Los Angeles and 
he said, ‘Great, let’s sell it.’ 

“Now I have 725 really interesting and 
important people who were definitely gay, les¬ 
bians, or bisexual.” 


While “Queers in History” may have started 
out as fact-based fun - he has included a queer 
Jeopardy-type game in the Deluxe Edition - 
Stem also believes that the program is a great 
morale builder and self-esteem booster. He has 
used the program to instruct queer youth at the 
Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian Community 
Services Center, and the troubled kids in group 
homes run by Gay and Lesbian Adolescent 
Social Services “love it,” he says. 

Gays in the Military? Yup. 

“Queers in History” also has important 
scholastic value. “To be fully informed on an 
issue, you have to know the facts, and the facts 
have been hidden,” Stem says. For instance, any 
argument about “gays in the military” should 
take into account that “thirty to 40 of the great¬ 
est military leaders in the world were gay.” 
Alexander the Great who created an empire. 
Napoleon Bonaparte who, when he wasn’t 
fawning over Empress Josephine, was enjoying 
same-sex love with his effeminate aide, whom 
he dubbed “Mademoiselle Sainte Croix.” One 
aide/lover. Stem says, affectionately referred to 
Bonaparte as “Her Majesty.” T.E. Lawrence - 
otherwise known as “Lawrence of Arabia” - 
wrote a book about his desert struggles called 
“Seven Pillars of Wisdom” which includes, 
Stem says, frank descriptions of same-sex love 
among the soldiers and Bedouins. For disci¬ 
pline fans there’s Baron von Steuben, who 
“cracked the whip” over the fledgling 
Continental Army and helped George 
Washington win independence from the British 
during the American Revolution. 

And with the conservative Republican 
takeover of the U.S. Congress, it might be use¬ 
ful to know that one of the country’s most 
astute politicians and the very first Secretary of 
the Treasury - Alexander Hamilton - was gay, 
as was the 15th President of the United States, 
James Buchanan. And while Hard Copy and 
other tabloids speculate about who’s gay today. 
Stern has the scoop on scores of celebrities. 
Cary Grant, for instance, that epitome of 
sophistication, was bisexual. But, Stern says in 
“Queers in History,” he was regarded as a gay 
man by Hollywood - especially after living as 
a couple with fellow actor Randolph Scott for 
many years. 

“People have a misconception about our capa¬ 
bilities and our accomplishments,” says Stem. 
“The average American thinks we’re not qualified 
to be teachers, soldiers, and leaders. By looking at 
our history we can prove them wrong and we can 
prove we deserve a place at the table.” ▼

Can Sex Hormones Increase Body Mass? 


DHEA: The Interest is Growing

Recent studies have suggested that the use of 
human growth hormone is an effective strategy 
to combat HIV-related wasting. Members of the 
HIV-affected community have begun experi¬ 
mentation with anabolic steroids, testosterone 
and other synthetic hormones to increase lean 
body mass. Increased lean body mass is 
unequivocally associated with survival advan¬ 
tage. 

Yet another androgenic sex hormone, dehy- 
droepiandrosterone (DHEA), is enjoying a 
renaissance of attention in alternative and main¬ 
stream medical circles, and deserves further 
investigation to fully understand its usefulness. 
There are claims that DHEA also augments lean 
body mass by a mechanism that is not yet under¬ 
stood. For the time being, the immunoen- 
docrinology of DHEA remains somewhat mys¬ 
terious. 

HIV disease changes the amounts of several 
important natural hormones that circulate 
through the bloodstream and perform various 
vital metabolic tasks. It is known that glucocor¬ 
ticoids are increased in HIV disease. In addition 
to their endocrine function, glucocorticoids are 
the anti-inflammatory steroids that the body pro¬ 
duces in response to some tissue irritation. Part 
of the immunosuppressive effects of glucocor¬ 
ticoids are brought about by direct interference 
with the production of IL-2 (T-cell growth fac¬ 
tor). DHEA is decreased in HIV disease, and it 
is also progressively decreased as people grow 
older, or when certain drugs are given to delib¬ 
erately dampen their immune system before a 
transplant operation. Since glucocorticoids are 
known to be immunosuppressive, it is possible 
that their increase is responsible for some of the 
immune impairment seen in HIV disease. 

IL-2 is an important component of cell-medi¬ 
ated immunity. IL-2 has been approved by the 
FDA as a cancer therapy, and is available com¬ 
mercially. Some local physicians have looked 
closely at the experimental clinical data from 
studies of IL-2, and now offer IL-2 infusions in 
their offices. There are significant side effects to 
IL-2: some compare these effects to the worst 
flu they could ever imagine. It is clear that IL-2 
is needed locally in some tissues of the body for 
proper activation of T-cells, and that an over¬ 
abundance of IL-2 in other tissues brings on the 
side effects - nausea, vomiting, chronic fatigue, 
fever, and chills. There is some evidence that 
DHEA may increase the production of IL-2 in a 
natural, controlled fashion, in those tissues and 
organs where it is needed. There appears to be 
no clinical study evidence of dramatic side 
effects to oral DHEA, which would imply that 
an overabundance of IL-2 is not being created. 

Both testosterone and DHEA are called pre¬ 
hormones, which means that they are converted 
into biologically active sex steroids when they 
reach target tissues. These biologically active 
steroids include androgens and estrogens; men 
and women normally make both kinds of sex 
steroids - it is the relative proportions that differ 
between the sexes. The products of testosterone 
are well known. At least one effect of dehydro- 
testerone (one product of testosterone metabo¬ 
lism) is increased lean body mass. The metabo¬ 
lites and products of DHEA are still the subject 
of continuing investigations. 

DHEA is produced in the adrenal glands and is 
by far the most abundantly produced hormone of 
the adrenal glands. Investigations of what hap¬ 
pens to DHEA once it is made and released indi¬ 
cate that much of it ends up in the thymus, spleen, 
and peripheral lymph nodes - the major organs of 
the immune system. Researchers are beginning to 
put together a picture of DHEA in these organs 
that may hold some promise for future immune- 
based therapies in cancer and AIDS. 

A study four years ago in San Francisco 
looked at the antiviral effects of oral DHEA sul¬ 
fate on HIV-infected individuals. Building on 
previous test tube and animal research results 
that indicate that DHEA has a role in decreasing 
the risk of cancer and inhibiting viral expres¬ 
sion, a team of local researchers, including Drs. 
Mark Jacobs, Toby Dyner, and Bill Lang, mea¬ 
sured CD4 counts, beta 2 Microglobulin, and 
neopterin levels in patients who took oral 


DHEA. Lang comments that the results of the 
study were not wildly exciting, but cautions that 
no definitive answers about the future role of 
DHEA came out of the study. “Remember that 
the current standards of viral load measurement 
did not exist at that time,” he said. “We were 
looking for an antiviral effect, and didn’t see 
much, but there could well be a role for DHEA 
in immune reconstitution, especially in the light 
of recent animal research.” 

Immunologists and endocrinologists now 
suspect that a crucial role for DHEA is in the 
education of T-cells in the thymus, which is 
where T-cells all must go to learn to recognize 
antigens (foreign organisms). Daynes, Dudley, 
and Araneo at the University of Utah have theo¬ 
rized, based on evidence from mice studies, that 
immature thymic T-cells may be selected for 
programmed cell death (self-elimination) when 
they first encounter another hormone, glucocor¬ 
ticoid. There are abundant antigens and an over¬ 
supply of glucocorticoids present in HIV dis¬ 
ease. Daynes and his colleagues argue that 
DHEA may protect immature thymic T-cells 
from these lethal encounters. 

A second and encouraging line of investiga¬ 
tion of the effects of DHEA in mice shows that 
when mice are given extra DHEA they also 
make more IL-2 (also called T-cell growth fac¬ 
tor) than ones who get no supplementation. The 
same researchers at the University of Utah also 
find that the lymph nodes and spleen are the 
sites where there is a lot of the specific enzyme 
that converts DHEA sulfate (the kind found in 
the blood) into active hormone, suggesting that 
these are important sites of communication 
between the endocrine and immune systems. 

Another line of inquiry regarding DHEA cen¬ 
ters on its purported ability to keep HIV-infect¬ 
ed cells from producing more virus. Often, cells 
that are infected with HIV remain in a latent 
state, and only destroy the host cell and release 
more HIV when they ar$ activated. Yang, 
Swartz, and Henderson at Temple University 
School of Medicine have shown that DHEA has 
an effect on HIV-infected cells that reduces 
latency reactivation - keeps the infected cells 
quiet. They are still looking to see how DHEA 
performs this feat. 

Matt Sharp, Director of Healing Alternatives 
Foundation in San Francisco, says that DHEA is 
currently one of the fastest selling items that the 
Foundation carries. “There is a lot of interest in 
DHEA from HIV-negative people, because they 
have heard of the anti-cancer and anti-aging 
effects that are attributed to the drug. DHEA was 
listed in the Smart Drug and Nutrient 
Handbook, and many people think of DHEA as 
an affordable ‘smart’ drug. And HIV-positive 
people are buying it because they think that it 
metabolizes into testosterone after they take it.” 
Endocrinologists caution that too much testos¬ 
terone can be immunosuppressive. 

Does DHEA really become testosterone? 
Will it help build lean body mass as testosterone 
does? Dr. Karen Eisenhauer, a reproductive 
endocrinologist at Stanford Medical School 
remarks, “DHEA could metabolize to become 
testosterone, and it would bind to testosterone 
receptors if you gave it at a high enough dose. It 
could then potentially help increase body mass.” 
She is quick to observe that there is no clinical 
evidence that this happens. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate neither condones nor 
condemns the use of oral DHEA supplementa¬ 
tion. Claims that the hormone is an anti-obesity 
agent, an anti-aging wonder drug, or an aphro¬ 
disiac cannot be corroborated given the current 
clinical evidence. Many drugs may eventually 
prove useful to counteract the ravages of HIV 
disease, and DHEA may prove to be one of them. 
More clinical research needs to be done before 
anyone can be sure. In the meanwhile, it is the 
individual responsibility of each of us to fairly 
weigh all the evidence for any experimental or 
alternative therapy before we make a decision to 
include it in our personal health care regimes. T

Japanese Look at 
Stress, “Risk of 
Impotence" 

TOKYO - A Japanese researcher has 
used rodents to make a point about 
stress and impotence: that as one rises 
or falls, so does the other. 

“We can see the risk of impotence is 
growing in modem man with stress 
deepening from work and other factors 
in competitive society” said Hiroyuki 
Yoshimura, an associate professor of 
medicine at Ehime University, 390 
miles (620 km) southwest of Tokyo. 

Yoshimura conducted experiments for 
five days on ten male mice, to see how 
stress affects their sexual activities. He 
put a male mouse into a cage with a male 
and female rodent, both of which were 
already in heat, and said their behavior 
indicated that the resulting struggle for 
dominance between the male mice was 
like stress in human society. 

Before the experiments all the male 
mice mated with the female mice. But 
after the fighting in the cage, an average 
of fewer did - and the average times and 
duration of their sexual activities 
decreased as well. 

Impotence is generally attributed to 
stress arising from a man’s emotional 
and mental conflicts, so there are some 
doubts about the validity of using mice 
to examine the problem. 

Ethiopians 
Look at HIVs’ 
Differences 

ADDIS ABABA, ETHIOPIA - An 
$8.1-million AIDS research center 
opened here December 22, financed by 
the Dutch government. The center will 


study epidemiological differences 
between the strain of HIV that is com¬ 
mon in Africa and strains in Europe and 
the United States. 

Because of those differences, the 
Netherlands embassy said, any possible 
treatment for AIDS developed in the 
United States or Europe might be poor¬ 
ly adapted for Africa. 

South Africans Look 
at HIV-Positive 
Artwork 

JOHANNESBURG - South African 
Anglican Archbishop and Nobel Peace 
Prize laureate Desmond Tutu defended a 
decision by his church to display a con¬ 
troversial painting depicting Jesus as a 
person with AIDS, the Star newspaper 
reported Wednesday, December 21. 

According to Tutu’s spokesman John 
Allen, the archbishop believed the 
painting by HIV-positive American 
artist Maxwell Lawton challenged peo¬ 
ple to think about their faith and their 
conception of Jesus. 

Not everyone supports Tutu’s posi¬ 
tive view: some people have threatened 
to destroy the painting, depicting a 
lesion-ridden Jesus supported by intra¬ 
venous drips and oxygen tube attached 
to his nose, which hangs in St. George’s 
Cathedral in Cape Town, claiming that 
it is blasphemous. 

Allen said Tutu believed the painting 
showed that the church welcomed 
everyone, no matter what their situa¬ 
tion. 

“He feels that victims of AIDS 
should be welcomed into the church and 
not isolated and excluded,” Allen told 
the newspaper.

Russians Look at 

HIV-Positive 

Foreigners 

MOSCOW - Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin vetoed a controversial bill 
requiring AIDS testing for all foreigners 
in Russia, the English language 
Moscow Times said Thursday, 
December 22. 

A member of the Russian parlia¬ 
ment’s Healthcare Committee told the 
paper he had a written statement from 
Yeltsin in which the president said the 
bill was unacceptable and would have to 
be redrafted. 

“He vetoed it,” Leonid Kogan said of 
the bill, whose approval by Yeltsin 
would give Russia the strictest HIV 
immigration law in the world. “I got a 
document from the president saying it 
could not be accepted in its present 
form.” 

A Yeltsin spokesman would not con¬ 
firm the report when contacted by 
United Press International, but activists 
and healthcare officials were already 
forming a committee to draw up a soft¬ 
er version of the bill. 

“People are already working on 
changing the law project,” said Marina 
Nikitina, coordinator of youth activities 
at AESOP, an AIDS prevention and 
information center in Moscow. “So we 
are confident.” 

The bill, passed by parliament last 
month, drew severe criticism from 
activists, who charged it violates human 
rights, and from Russian healthcare 
officials, many of whom said enforce¬ 
ment would be difficult and prohibitive¬ 
ly expensive. 

Passage of the bill by the State 
Duma, Russia’s lower house of parlia¬ 


ment, also shocked Russia’s foreign 
community, which joined a minority of 
legislators in saying the law would 
sound a death knell for foreign business 
and investment in Russia as well as 
sinking the nation’s struggling tourism 
industry. 

Kogan told the Moscow Times that 
Yeltsin’s main objection was to a clause 
requiring HTV antibody testing for all 
foreigners staying in Russia or planning 
to visit there for any purpose or length 
of time. 

It would require foreigners to under¬ 
go the test in Russia, unless their 
nation’s government had a special 
arrangement with Moscow allowing 
results of testing in the home country to 
be acceptable. 

Many Russians blame foreigners for 
bringing AIDS to their country. They 
feel the Iron Curtain during the Soviet 
era gave them a degree of protection 
from outside influence. 

“Yeltsin doesn’t want to advertise 
the fact that he vetoed this bill,” AESOP 
director Kevin Gardner said in explana¬ 
tion of the president’s silence on the 
matter. “He’s just trying to do it as qui¬ 
etly as possible, to introduce changes 
that will make it less offensive, and then 
he will sign it.” 

Gardner said it was likely the revised 
version would require mandatory testing 
for foreigners coming to Russia for a 
certain period of time, perhaps one year. 

A law leftover from Soviet rule 
requires testing for foreigners who plan 
to spend more than three months in 
Russia, but it is rarely enforced. 

Fewer than 1,000 people in Russia 
are registered as HIV-positive, but unof¬ 
ficial estimates of the spread of AIDS 
are much higher. ▼

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Staying Alive in ’95 
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by Michael C. Botkin 

et’s face it: 1994 was a 

pisser. For many on the 
|l Lg globe, such as 

Rwandans, residents of 
Sarajevo and PWAs anywhere, 
just being able to say “I survived 
it” is something of an accom¬ 
plishment. (I’ll bet the 
Democratic Party wishes it 
could say the same!) Goddess 
willing we’ll be able to say the 
same at the end of next year. My 
main goal for the coming year 
can be summarized in this short 
motto: “Staying alive in ’95!” 

It may not seem a very ambi¬ 
tious goal, but at least it pre¬ 
sumes that staying alive is both 
desirable and possible - PWAs 
don’t take such things for grant¬ 
ed. Despite a general lack of 
progress in research on treating 
AIDS, a continued deterioration 
of the social fabric, and a rising 
of tide of fascism at home and 
abroad, I hope to make it 
through another year. 

PWAs with T-cell counts 
lower than the average 
Republican’s IQ have had a dis¬ 
mal year of news watching. The 
big drug companies tried to 
work up some hype around 
“combo” therapies, but even 
their own flaks lacked convic¬ 
tion (for example, with the 
recent heavy-handed attempts to 
pretend enthusiasm for 3TC, the 
last and least of the nucleoside 
analogs or “nukes”). 

HI Vers can now mix ’n’ 
match no less than five nukes 


(AZT, DDI, DDC, D4T and 
3TC). Unfortunately, no matter 
how you combine or sequence 
them, the virus eventually 
mutates into a resistant form, 
and then the toxic side effects 
begin to outweigh the limited 
and transient benefits. This is 
why there is still no evidence 
that the anti-virals actually pro¬ 
long survival. 

By varying my combo and 
switching to the latest nukes 
when they become available. 
I’ve managed to string along 
this far, but I’ve run out of nukes 
to try. When I bum out on D4T, 
I don’t know where I’ll turn. 

The second generation of 
anti-virals, protease inhibitors, 
has garnered only mixed 
reviews so far. Nobody talks

about compound Q anymore; 
the first wave of vaccines 
flopped; and the AIDS Clinical 
Trials Group (ACTG), the fee¬ 
ble and futile federal attempt to 
coordinate AIDS treatment 
research, is being phased out. 

What gives me - and other 
HIVers - hope are some promis¬ 
ing developments in gene and 
hormone therapy. Although 
these don’t appear to directly 
attack the virus, they can make 
the body less vulnerable to its 
effects. 

I’ve seen friends on human 
growth hormone gain 20 pounds 


in a month, all of it muscle 
(instead of the couple of pounds 
of fat that megace can add). 
Now that’s a prospect that 
makes survival seem not only 
possible but also eminently 
enjoyable. 

Illusion of safety 

Which brings me to another 
aspect of survival: staying alive 
on the streets in the face of a 
hostile world. If I had 20 more 
pounds of muscle on me, the 
basher who kicked my side in 
last month might not have tried 
it, or I might have been able to 


better defend myself. It’s no fun 
being a 130-lb. weakling, a 
tempting prospect for every 
crack-crazed bully in the ’hood. 

I didn’t feel safe in the Castro 
anymore, so I stuck around 
home more; now I realize that 
my own neighborhood isn’t as 
safe as I’d believed. I figured the 
world was going to hell in a 
hand basket, but I really just 
wanted to retreat into my little 
hidey-hole on the hill and make 
sarcastic comments while the 
whole shebang collapsed. 

My bashing reminded me 
that you can’t simply lock the 
door and ignore everything that 
happens on the other side. This 
only produces the illusion of 
safety, and if you want more 
than that, you have to take some 
responsibility for the world 
around you. 

For your house to be safe, 
your street must be safe - nor 
can your district be safe if the 
city is not. Pulling into your 
shell is really nothing more than 
sticking your head in the 
ground, ostrich-like, and ignor¬ 
ing danger. 

Although I was feeling too 
old, weak and tired to do much 
“activism,” I now realize that 
staying alive demands it. The 
best treatments for AIDS don’t 
come up and bite you on the 
ankle; you have to fight for 
them. Sitting around and hop¬ 
ing that the police will protect 
you is just an excuse for inac¬ 
tivity; safety requires signifi¬ 
cantly more active effort, like 
organizing a neighborhood 
patrol (my next project) or 
working to establish an inde¬ 
pendent police review board 
(my next crusade). 

All I want for Christmas 

Financial solvency, alas, has 
moved down on the list of possi¬ 
ble goals. My partner, horrified 
by my bashing and jolted out of 
three decades of pacifism, went 
into a minor frenzy of safety- 
oriented buying. 

I don’t know what you got 
for solstice, but I got pepper 
spray (and the legal certification 
necessary to use it), a cell phone 
(for calling 911 in an emer¬ 
gency) and a shotgun - though I 
have to wait a bit for that, as 
there’s a 15-day waiting period 
to buy guns. This doesn’t apply 
to “collector’s items,” like an 
Uzi or a Browning automatic 
rifle, so if you’re in a hurry and 
don’t have the hour necessary to 
do the mace training, you can 
just plunk down the cash for a 
weapon of mass destruction and 


walk out with it. 

These toys aren’t cheap. I 
balked at the expense at first, 
explaining to my partner that I 
took a certain amount of pride in 
our being a single-bankruptcy 
household and hated to see him 
following me down the road to 
Chapter Seven. The only people 
offering me credit these days are 
Paul’s Diamond Center and 
Ramm’s furniture stores - pur¬ 
veyors of merchandise which no 
self-respecting faggot would 
ever display. 

He bluntly answered that his 
good credit rating didn’t mean 
shit to him if he - and I - 
weren’t alive to enjoy it. It’s 
impossible to refute such a 
direct statement. If the primary 
goal is staying alive, you bite 
the bullet - and then load it into 
the gun. When a vindictive 
basher shows up at your door, 
yelling “I have a sterling credit 
record!” will probably do little 
to deter him, but the quiet yet 
distinct “ca-chunk” of a round 
being pumped into a chamber 
may do the trick. 

(At least I dissuaded him 
from relapsing into smoking. 
Our current agreement is that 
he’s allowed to resume ciga¬ 
rettes, without nagging or com¬ 
plaints from me, when a close 
family member or friend dies or 
when I get a major opportunistic 
infection. “If you also relapse 
each time one of us gets 
bashed,” I argued, “we’ll never 
get as much as six smokeless 
weeks in a row.” I appealed to 
his frugal Scots nature, and 
reminded him how much this 
addiction costs. Finally I 
declared that it would be one 
more secondary impact from the 
bashing, a long-range continua¬ 
tion of the damage. Why let him 
hurt us this way, too? The best 
revenge is a good life, and the 
goodness of life tends to be 
inversely proportional to the 
amount of tobacco smoke in it. 
So far he’s managed to hold the 
line.) 

He did make a point of get¬ 
ting a firearm that’s specially 
designed for the elderly and not- 
too-butch. I’m not sure what this 
amounts to, other than extra 
shoulder padding to reduce 
recoil. Maybe it includes a spe¬ 
cial mounting for deployment 
on one of those four-legged 
walkers. (“Freeze, sonny!”) 

Well, to quote a one-time 
U.S. Olympic slogan: “What¬ 
ever it takes!” Staying alive 
nowadays is neither cheap nor 
easy, but at least it’s possible -1 
hope. T

tion. 

The employee who told 
another co-worker that she 
planned to damage Eliason’s 
truck by scratching the word 
faggot on it has not been termi¬ 
nated or disciplined by the 
Mercury News for the incident, 
despite her admission that she 
made the statement of intent. 

No criminal hate crime or 
assault charges were filed 
against the employee either, 
according to Eliason’s attorney 
Steven McNichols. 

And, despite the fact that a 
psychologist declared that 
Eliason was temporarily dis¬ 
abled because of the stress 
from the anti-gay incidents, 
the Mercury News refused to 
extend Eliason’s sick time to 
cover the disability. 

“He’s been through a terri¬ 
ble ordeal. He has suffered real 
stress,” McNichols said. 

McNichols said that Eliason 
had also unsuccessfully 
attempted to remedy the situa¬ 
tion by asking that the Mercury 
News hold in-service AIDS 
awareness and sensitivity train¬ 
ing for department workers. 

Hired by the newspaper as a 
carrier in 1984, Eliason 
worked his way up from a car¬ 
rier position to a management 
position with the paper. He 
began documenting the anti¬ 
gay job bias in 1989, when he 
wrote a memo complaining 
that he was being damaged by 
the rumors concerning his sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Eliason considered his sexual 
orientation a private matter and 
said that he was involuntarily 
outed on the worksite by anti¬ 


gay co-workers and then con¬ 
stantly harassed. 

The lawsuit also charges 
that when Eliason began 
reporting the anti-gay harass¬ 
ment from other San Jose 
Mercury News employees, he 
began to receive poor work 
performance evaluations from 
supervisors. 

At one point, Eliason, a 
conservative Republican who 
comes from a devout Baptist 
background, wrote a personal 
letter complaining of the 
harassment to Tony Ridder, 
President of Knight-Ridder, 
Inc. 

“I have reason to believe 
that I have been singled out 
because of my sexual orienta¬ 
tion. I have a number of ques¬ 
tions that remain unanswered,” 
he wrote Ridder. 

In his letter Eliason said 
that he had been forced to file 
three sexual orientation harass¬ 
ment charges against two co¬ 
workers and had been the sub¬ 
ject of constant anti-gay jokes 
and other harassment since he 
had been outed by a co-worker 
in 1989. 

Eliason told Ridder that he 
believed the reason for his 
poor work performance was 
because of the anti-gay harass¬ 
ment. 

Ridder wrote back saying 
that he had been assured the 
six negative work evaluations 
that Eliason received were not 
because of sexual orientation 
and “that there seems to be no 
reason to think bias has affect¬ 
ed the evaluation.” 

Causes of action in the law¬ 
suit include sexual orientation 
discrimination, defamation, 
invasion of privacy, breach of 
employment contract and neg¬ 
ligence. V

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Comedian Scott Thompson Wants a Makeover 

Bitter Refrain

S cott Thompson is over it. 

He’s been performing for a decade 
with the Kids in the Hall, the last 
five on national television. During 
that period he has played characters ranging 
from a beer-guzzling hockey buff to a cof¬ 
fee-addicted office typist to the Queen of 
England. But despite his ever-changing 
roles with the comedy ensemble, he is still 
known simply as “the gay one.” 

“I find I’ve been boxed into a comer. I’m 
defined by only being gay and nothing 
else,” says Thompson, his Canadian accent 
as thick as the ice on Lake Ontario in win¬ 
ter. In a comedy troupe containing five 
white males, there has to be some distin¬ 
guishing feature for each member. But 
Thompson’s identity as “the gay one” is 
wearing him down. “I’m very tired of it,” he 
says. “I feel like I’m on this ride and I want 
to get off.” 

Thompson recently finished taping the 
sixth and final season of the Kids’ comedy 
show, which is being produced by Saturday 
Night Live’s Lome Michaels for Canadian 
television. While Canadian networks ran 
the show as a prime time hit for six seasons, 
American television has relegated the show 
to late night on CBS and Comedy Central. 
Ironically, even in these “safe TV zones” 
the show is too daring for American broad¬ 
casters; it has been censored regularly for 
language and nudity. “I think we we’re just 
too strong for the mainstream,” Thompson 
says with more than a hint of satisfaction.

'Rosencrantz and Guildenstern Are Dead' 

Rondo Absurdus 



III f Abbott and Costello had 
|! ever attempted Shakes- 
fpf peare, the result would 
have been something like 
Tom Stoppard’s wonderfully 
inane play Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern Are Dead, which 
is currently enjoying an incisive, 
brightly absurdist production by 
A.C.T. at the Stage Door 
Theatre. 

Written nearly 30 years ago, 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
Are Dead is a bravura comedic 
take on Shakespeare’s Hamlet. 
By taking two minor characters 
from Shakespeare and making 
them the main characters in 
their own drama, Stoppard is 
able to weave scenes from 
Hamlet through his own mus- 
ings on life, death, existential¬ 
ism and theater itself. The world 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
inhabit bears more than a pass¬ 
ing resemblance to the world 
created by Samuel Beckett in 
his classic Waiting for Godot - 
very little happens, and the cen¬ 
tral players employ a vaude¬ 
ville-type shtick to work out 
their fears of death, find their 
identities (they’ve forgotten 
who is Rosencrantz and who is 
Guildenstern), and validate 
their friendship. It’s all part of 
their effort to find purpose and 
meaning in life. 

Where the ennui of 
Beckett’s play becomes quite 
real for his audience, Stoppard 
never ceases to entertain. If his 
characters experience a crisis 
of boredom or anxiety, they 
are able to comment on it - a 
self-reviewing play - thus 
allowing the audience to enjoy 
the conceit rather than fall vic¬ 
tim to it. What could have been 
a numbing string of philosoph¬ 
ical riffs becomes a tightly 
constructed, highly engaging 
series of musings and comedic 
bits interwoven with scenes in 
which Shakespeare’s moody 
Dane, his adulterous “uncle 
father” and “aunt mother,” and 
the rest of their royal court, 
pop in and out to keep the plot 
moving. 

It’s a simple idea, really, tak¬ 
ing minor characters from a 
Renaissance classic and making 
them the stars of a contempo¬ 
rary play, but Stoppard’s show- 
offy skill makes it seem a stroke 
of genius. 

Strong ensemble skills 

Director Richard Seyd is 
keenly aware of Stoppard’s 
rhythm and leads his uniformly 
excellent cast through its paces 
with the skill of a seasoned band 
leader. It helps that Seyd’s lead¬ 
ing men, Dan Hiatt 
(Guildenstern) and Ray Porter 
(Rosencrantz), are excellent 
comic actors on their own, but 
together form a duo that brings 
out the very best of the play. 

Costumed alike (by D.F. 
Draper) and even sporting the 
same hair color, Hiatt and 
Porter achieve a true musicali- 
ty in their performances. In 
one of Stoppard’s typical mus¬ 
ings, while one character takes 
the lead, the other follows in 
support. Then focus is dexter¬ 
ously shifted from one to the 
other without missing a beat, 
and finally the two join 
together in rhapsodic perfec¬ 
tion. 

While waiting for the next 


character to enter the scene, 
and to overcome their bore¬ 
dom, Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern engage in what 
they call “playing at ques¬ 
tions.” The object of the game 
is to fire off a volley of ques¬ 
tions at one’s opponent until he 
answers in a statement. Hiatt 
and Porter invest such energy 
and skill in this fast-paced 
game that by its conclusion, 
the audience interrupts with 
applause, much to the dismay 
of the characters, who look 
scornfully into the audience, 
their concentration broken. 
Hiatt and Porter are masterful 
enough to create the illusion 
that comedy is easy. 

The showiest role in the play 
(and in this production) is “the 
player,” the leader of the acting 
troupe our heroes encounter on 
their way to Elsinore. Jarion 
Monroe, who is costumed to 
resemble Shakespeare, attacks 
this meaty role with relish. 
“Don’t you see?! We’re actors,” 
he cries, his voice dripping thes- 
pian tragedy. “We’re the oppo¬ 
site of people!” With his com¬ 
manding presence, Monroe 
deftly leads the five members of 
his troupe through Stoppard’s 
ironic, satire-laced take on the¬ 
ater’s place in the absurdity of 
life. 

As the play winds towards its 
conclusion (it’s all given away 
in the title), it does lose steam. 
Stoppard doesn’t have quite as 
many tricks up his sleeve and 
the eventual bloodbath of the 
Hamlet saga dampens the hilari¬ 
ty a bit. The play’s conceit isn’t 
as fresh in the second act as it is 
in the first, and the ultimate 
demise of our protagonists 
seems unfortunate, though it 
does conclude their existential 
quandaries. 

Stoppard’s verbal pyrotech¬ 
nics and intellectual game play¬ 
ing, in combination with direc¬ 
tor Seyd and his dynamic cast, 
skim across the profundities and 
languish in the absurdities of 
this play. There is no question¬ 
ing the entertainment provided 


by Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern Are Dead, but 
there also seems to be grinning 


enlightenment. Stoppard’s play 
addresses Hamlet’s famous 
rhetorical question - you know 


the one. The answer to which, 
this play seems to say, is defi¬ 
nitely “to be.” ▼

A round the Table, a new 
comedy revue by Four 
Big Girls, brought the 
Seattle-based perfor¬ 
mance trio (so named because 
their combined weights divided by 
two make up a fourth person) back 
to San Francisco last week for a 
three-night run at Theater Artaud. 

This evening of skits and 
monologues showcases the sub¬ 
stantial (no pun intended) talents 
of these three very funny 
African-American lesbians 
while revealing the limitations of 
humor rooted in identity-based 
politics. Like the pantyhose each 
of the women tries to put on in a 
series of interconnected 
vignettes running through the 
show, the material, while per¬ 
sonally empowering for the per¬ 
formers, can only stretch so far. 

The girls - aka Heather 
Clark, Carolyn King and Deb 
Parks-Satterfield - work out the 
tangled, and potentially explo¬ 
sive, interface between issues of 
food, body image, race and sex¬ 
ual preference. It is treacherous 
territory where humor can easi¬ 
ly cut both ways, insidiously 
reinforcing stereotypes even as 
it tries to dispel them. 

A catologue of desserts and 
other high-calorie treats, the 
show’s opening piece, 
“Temptations,” seems only to 
affirm the myth that fat people 
have voracious appetites and no 
will power. This ambivalent atti¬ 
tude toward food and a healthy 
diet is a recurring theme

throughout the evening. 

In a seductive monologue, 
“Press Your Button,” Parks- 
Satterfield slams “politically 
correct” eating and evokes the 
“powerful juju” of high choles¬ 
terol and suger-filled foods like 
fried chicken and ice cream. Yet, 
in one of the show’s most 
poignant and revealing pieces, 
she rejects the fried pork chops 
and frustrated love of her moth¬ 
er’s kitchen for the stir-fry veg¬ 
etables and acceptance of her 
lesbian girlfriend. 

Gutsy performances 

Around the Table is on more 


solid ground, emotionally and 
artistically, in pieces focusing 
on the everyday indignities of 
life in a culture obsessed with an 
ideal of beauty that is young, 
white and thin. Here, the Girls 
show how being able to laugh at 
oneself can raise awareness 
about (and defuse) even the 
most subtle and sensitive issues. 

“Dr. Stigman Floyd” takes 
aim at traditional psychology’s 
not-so-subliminal message that 
fat women’s problems lie in 
their size and not society’s fear 
of it. In “Flying Bee Pollen,” 
Clark - wonderfully ditzy as a 
New Age airhead - skillfully 


skewers that movement’s tok- 
enization of black women as 
earth mother figures. 

Not all the skits are as 
focused or successful, but any 
shortcoming are balanced by the 
women’s exuberant and gutsy 
performances. King sizzles in 
“Height Weight Proportionate,” 
a divinely sensuous, scathing rap 
on the hypocrisy of fatphobia in 
the lesbian community. In anoth¬ 
er series of interrelated skits, 
“Miss Fat Black America,” the 
women appear on stage in 
bathing suits, their ample thighs, 
breasts and bellies scarcely con¬ 
cealed - voluptuous and intrigu¬ 
ing - beneath black latex. 

One can appreciate and enjoy 
the performances, yet still find 
Around the Table an oddly dis¬ 
satisfying evening. Little in the 
Girls’ material challenges the 


audience or breaks new ground, 
so one is left at show’s end clap¬ 
ping but wanting more. 

Behind the evening’s laugh¬ 
ter is the depressing truth that 
our size-phobic society has 
changed little since the first stir¬ 
rings of fat liberation over a 
decade ago. The frustrating 
result is that articulate and tal¬ 
ented performers like Clark, 
King and Parks-Satterfield have 
few options for pushing their 
own boundaries. 

By limiting themselves to 
material rooted in personal poli¬ 
tics, Four Big Girls lose the 
opportunity to break through the 
barriers our society continues to 
erect for performers who don’t 
fit Hollywood’s demanding and 
unrealistic physical specifica¬ 
tions. These women need more 
space. ▼

Won’t play fags 

Diehard Kids fans needn’t 
grieve too loudly over the end of 
the long-running comedy show. 
A brief live tour is in the works, 
and a movie deal is being final¬ 
ized. If the film is a success, the 
group will likely stick together. 
If not, they will go their separate 
ways. Now that the series is 
over, and the Kids are looking 
toward their futures - together 
and separately - Thompson is 
belatedly realizing how damag¬ 
ing it is for a performer to be 
pigeonholed. And for once, he is 
not joking. 

“The whole gay thing has 
gotten too out of control, and it’s 
bothering me,” he says. “It’s 
hurt my career. I’m not getting 
the offers I thought I would, and 
if I do, all I am is some sort of 
homo for hire. All I get offered 
is one AIDS benefit after anoth¬ 
er. 

“I don’t think I want to play 
gay,” says Thompson. “There’s 
a million actors in Hollywood 
who are playing gay, and none 
of those roles will ever go to a 
gay man.” 

Thompson should know; he 
has tried to get those roles. 
Sadly, when he attempted to 
audition for parts in movies like 
the forthcoming Jeffrey, and this 
year’s dragfest To Wong Foo, 
Thompson was ignored. This is 
not just sour grapes. His com¬ 
plaint is a common refrain 
among gay actors: Gay parts are 
becoming acceptable, but audi¬ 
ences seem to want the actors 
themselves to say that they 
aren’t “that way.” Thompson is 
fed up. “I want to put on my 
resume: ‘Won’t Play Fags!”’ Of 
course he realizes it might be 
too late, for playing fags is what 
made Thompson famous. 

Tired of being 
overlooked 

If he seems miffed about his 
reception in the mainstream 
entertainment world, Thompson 
is positively furious about his 
standing in the gay community. 
Five years ago, he says with 
indignation, when gay colum¬ 
nists were devoting hundreds of 
articles to outing, and spewing 
venom over people who refused 
to come out, Thompson came 
out on national television. Every 
week. Loud. But coverage never 
followed in any serious way. 

“I’ve been an open gay 
comedian for ten years in 
Toronto,” he says. “I’m proba¬ 
bly the most famous fag in this 
country, and I’ve never been on 
the cover of my own gay paper.” 

Next comes the list of slights 
and personal omissions: it has 
been six years since the 
Advocate mentioned him; Out 
never included him in its list of 
important gay cultural figures; 
GLAAD never singled him out 
for promoting visibility on 
national television. Yet, if this 
all sounds a bit like a self- 
important tantrum - and it does 
- there is more than a little truth 
to Thompson’s hissy fit. 

“The cruel truth is that the In 
Living Color fags got a hundred 
times more press than me. In 
fact, everyone’s gotten a hun¬ 
dred times more press than me, 
and that’s why I’m disillu¬ 
sioned,” he says. “It seems to 
me that the gay press is more 
interested in writing about sym¬ 
pathetic straight people than the 
real thing.” 

One reason Thompson has 
encountered difficulties with the 
gay press, and groups like 


GLAAD, is that he’s never 
shown a concern for creating 
positive representations of gay 
men. His longstanding stage 
character Buddy Cole - a 
swishy, bourgeois, lisping queen 
who owns a gay bar named after 
himself - has drawn particular 
ire, despite the fact that the char¬ 
acter is an in-your-face assertive 
queer. 

“I’ve taken a lot of heat for 
Buddy Cole in the gay commu¬ 
nity. Some people think it’s a 
negative stereotype, and I don’t 
believe that,” he says. “I think 
that in many ways Buddy Cole 
was an attempt for me to find a 
voice, and honestly I think that 
Buddy Cole began because it 
was a way for me to say unpalat¬ 
able things in a palatable way. In 
many ways, the lisp and classi¬ 
cal effeminacy softened people 
for the blows. I think of him like 
a prize fighter.” 

Tired of gay drag 

Nonetheless, Thompson 
admits he is tired of Buddy and 
will most likely shelve him in 
the near future. But his other 
characters raise just as many 
eyebrows. The Kids are perhaps 
best known for their cross¬ 


dressing, and certainly the cur¬ 
rent pop fascination with drag 
has established the comedians 
as visionaries. But unlike other 
comedy troupes from Monty 
Python to the Vacant Lot - 
where drag entails frat-boy jux¬ 
tapositions of wigs, five-o’clock 
shadows, high heels and leg hair 
- the Kids perform a more seri¬ 
ous transformation. 

“Our philosophy on drag is 
just playing a person of the 
opposite sex,” says Thompson. 
“If you’re playing a man or a 
woman, you try to get the char¬ 
acter. You don’t get laughs from 
being in a dress.” 

But if Thompson’s gender¬ 
bending is significantly different 
from other comedians’ cross¬ 
dressing, it is equally far afield 
from the world of gay drag. 

“I’ve always hated gay drag,” 
he says. “I always thought it was 
offensive and stupid. Gay drag 
has changed an awful lot, but I 
don’t consider lip-synching 
much of an art form.” 

Though obviously success¬ 
ful, Thompson is bitter. And he 
doesn’t censor his acrimony for 
the benefit of audiences or jour¬ 
nalists. In fact, he’s even alienat¬ 
ed much of his own following. 


The Kids in the Hall 


But this is a comic who’s grown 
accustomed to offending people. 
Whether it’s culture or politics 
he’s sending up, Thompson 
knows the good satirist can’t be 
bothered with making comedy 
comforting or palatable. It’s got 
to have edge. As he once assert¬ 
ed on the air while playing 
Buddy Cole, “Andrew Dice 
Clay is not the new Lenny 
Bruce. I am.” 

“By some factions of the gay 
and lesbian establishment, I 
think I’m considered like a toad, 
or an Uncle Tom. Yet I consider 


their behavior much more Uncle 
Tom,” he says. “I’m tired of 
these watchdogs in culture, 
telling us what’s right and 
wrong and correct and incorrect. 
That part of me is reactionary 
now. I got tired of being this 
shrill voice, tired of being PC. I 
want just to be funny in a way 
that others are considered funny. 
This big screaming queer phase 
is over. My goal now is to just 
be a comic. I don’t want to be 
labeled as an activist or a drag 
queen. I’m none of those 
things.” T

Johnson

In his new biography of 
Johnson, the internationally 
renowned architect who is often 
referred to as “the father of post¬ 
modernism,” author Franz 
Schulze makes it clear that 
Johnson was only a Nazi sym¬ 
pathizer. His sympathies arose, 
to a great extent, from his inor¬ 
dinate fondness for the pre-war 
homosexual decadence of 
Berlin. Schulze reports that 
Johnson “felt a sexual thrill, in 
his own words, at the sight of 
‘all those blond boys in black 
leather.’” It was a thrill Johnson 
would pay dearly for as the 
years progressed; his disastrous 
foray into right-wing politics 
repeatedly came back to haunt 
him. 

Nonconformist 

Brilliant, wealthy, and social¬ 
ly connected, the young Philip 
Johnson had the attention span 
of a gnat. After leaving his fam¬ 
ily in Ohio, he flitted from one 
field of study to another, took 
seven years to earn an under¬ 


graduate degree from Harvard, 
and didn’t enter graduate school 
in architecture until 1940, at the 
age of 34. But by that time, he 
had already made his mark as 
co-author of The International 
Style: Architecture Since 1922, 
which was published in 1932. At 
the time, Johnson was an unpaid 
director of architecture at New 
York’s Museum of Modem Art, 
where he was able to mount a 
concurrent exhibition of the 
work contained in his book. 

Biographer Schulze presents 
a vivid picture of the young 
homosexual Johnson as a man 
whose family money, connec¬ 
tions, and intellect made him 
perpetually poised for success. 
As a freshman at Harvard, 
Johnson’s personal wealth was 
over $1 million, and his flashy 
cars and generosity made him 
quite a curiosity among his 
classmates. These early years 
make for compelling reading, 
but Schulze subsequently fails 
to engage with the details of 
Johnson’s career as an architect. 
Partnerships, failures, and suc¬ 
cesses are all discussed in broad 
strokes, with a chronology of 
major works and professional 
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alliances that ultimately consti¬ 
tute an unsatisfying read. Even 
the forays into Johnson’s 
promiscuity and his homosexual 
liaisons with the four “Mrs. 
Johnsons” fail to live up to the 
early insights provided in this 
biography. Yet Johnson fasci¬ 
nates as a human being, even 
when the author’s prose falls 
short. 

Homo porno 

An architectural groupie who 
became an architect, Johnson 
achieved fame through association 
and endurance. He stole from the 
best and never failed to acknowl¬ 
edge that his work was but a pale 
shadow of greats like Wright, 


Gropius, Mies, and Le Corbusier. 

Critics agreed. A genius for 
synthesis and prognostication 
emerge as Johnson’s greatest 
gift. This, combined with his 
keen sense of showmanship, has 
kept him at the forefront of 20th 
century architecture. His move¬ 
ment away from the 
International Style of the ’20s, 
and his penchant for classical 
elements, eventually resulted in 
a style now known as postmod¬ 
ernism. Johnson’s most famous 
work, the AT&T Corporate 
Headquarters in Manhattan 
(1984), was designed in collabo¬ 
ration with his architect/partner, 
John Burgee. This monumental 
highrise is crowned with the sig¬ 


nature broken pediment and 
cylindrical trough which have 
come to symbolize the postmod¬ 
ern aesthetic. 

In the late 1980s, octogenari¬ 
an Johnson - still homo but no 
longer porno - took up the cause 
of deconstructivism, following 
the lead of more advanced prac¬ 
titioners like Frank Gehry. Now, 
approaching 90, Johnson still 
lives with the last “Mrs. 
Johnson,” David Whitney, in 
their Connecticut and 
Manhattan homes. It may be dif¬ 
ficult to like the arrogant 
Johnson, but it’s impossible to 
ignore the sweep of his influ¬ 
ence, laboriously detailed in 
Schulze’s biography. T 


Johnson’s S.F. Follies 


During the real-estate 
boom of the early-to-mid 
’80s, Philip Johnson received 
four commissions for build¬ 
ings in downtown San 
Francisco - not one of which 
is mentioned in the Johnson 
biography by Franz Schulze. 
The author’s oversight is 
understandable considering 
the generally dreadful quality 
of the work. Proving himself 
a master of understatement, 
the architect acknowledged 
that his San Francisco work is 
“not very good.” Gay San 
Franciscans may want to take 
note of the following struc¬ 
tures which grace our skyline, 
for they’ve been created by 
the world’s most famous liv¬ 
ing queer architect. 


The Dallas Look 

Neiman-Marcus, Union 
Square: The graceful and 
historic City of Paris building 
was demolished to create a 
San Francisco home for this 
Texas retailer. The result: 
Dallas blown through Daly 
City. A civic furor erupted 
from the proposal and the 
architect came to town for the 
public hearings. At meetings 
of the Planning Commission, 
Johnson sat silently in the 
front row, reading a paper¬ 
back until the testimony was 
over and the commission 
gave a green light to his pro¬ 
ject. Then he walked out. The 


building is a nightmare; 
cheap aluminum window trim 
is framed by squares of gran¬ 
ite - in two colors, forming a 
sepia-toned checkerboard 
facade. A last minute compro¬ 
mise to save the City of Paris 
dome resulted in the old 
stained-glass roof being 
mounted above the corner 
entrance to Johnson’s bunker 
(a local wag summed-up this 
gesture as “killing granny to 
get the tiara”). The demoli¬ 
tion of the City of Paris build¬ 
ing did more to promote San 
Francisco preservation than 
anything before or since. To 
this day, many San 
Franciscans, still stinging 
from the defeat, refuse to 
shop at “needless markup.” 


Schizophrenia 

588 California: 

Monumentally bad architec¬ 
ture seldom rises to the level 
of kitsch, but this 1987 
Johnson folly is a rare excep¬ 
tion. The 22-story highrise, 
covered in gray granite, sits 
directly across the street from 
the Bank of California World 
Headquarters building. It fea¬ 
tures an arcaded base, round¬ 
ed bay windows, and a black 
glass faux Mansard roof that 
is two stories tall. Along the 
roof line, Johnson has placed 
a series of enormous Greek 
revival statues which, at 
night, bask in the glory of 


their own individual spot¬ 
lights. How do you spell 
schizophrenia? 

The Vacuum Cleaner 

343 Sansome: This addi¬ 
tion to a wonderful art deco 
building wraps around the 
corner of Sansome onto 
Sacramento Street. Enormous 
wall sconces, shaped like an 
old Electrolux vacuum clean¬ 
er, decorate the street level. 
Both the design and the mate¬ 
rials bear no relationship 
whatsoever to the building 
they were intended to com¬ 
plement. Another gray granite 
monstrosity, this office build¬ 
ing resembles a public hous¬ 
ing project, without the 
charm. 

Lean and Mean 

101 California: The best 
of Johnson’s San Francisco 
efforts, this highrise became 
famous as the scene of a 1993 
mass murder. Quirky and 
playful, a tall, rippled cylin¬ 
der of glass shoots up from 
the ground supported by thin 
columns. At the street level, 
Johnson designed a large atri¬ 
um with a slanted roof, which 
covers the rectangular base, 
rendered in stone, four stories 
tall. The public spaces, both 
inside and out, are elegant 
and inviting. 101 proves the 
old adage that even a stopped 
clock is right twice a day. ▼ 
-Robert Julian

Devyn’s Dilemma 

As luck would have it, just in at 
the paper is Prisoner of Love, a Jim 
Steel production starring the sultry 
Devyn Foster as a sensitive young 
man whose psyche is ravaged by 
the discrepancy between his tender 
feelings for perky boyfriend Scott 
Baldwin and a much more raunchy 
fantasy life. Devyn’s big dilemma 
seems to be whether he can have 
his cigar and smoke three others, 
too - something with which we all 
can empathize (though, of course, 
only in theory, my darling). 

Poor Devyn. He’s as forlorn as 
Brad Pitt in Interview With the 
Vampire, but instead of Tom Cruise 
to goad him on, Dev’s only got two 
schmaltzy lover friends and a 
Germanic-sounding shrink, all of 
whom offer only platitudes to our 
conflicted hero. 

The piece starts out with Devyn 
and Scotty licking each other’s 
nipples and generally engaging in 
what passed for lesbian sex (or so a 
girlfriend tells me) in the ’70s. It’s 
a sweet moment, but you know it 
can’t last. Artistically, the scene’s 
apex is some nifty lighting that 


renders Scotty’s cock alternately 
blue or white with light amber 
highlights, depending on how the 
shadow of Devyn’s bobbing face 
falls on it. 

But trouble persists in paradise. 
It’s those recurring hard-core 
dreams. “How different can they 
be?” asks one of the lovers. 
Dissolve to a blindfolded guy in a 
sling, with another fellow wearing 
only leather pants and a cap stand¬ 
ing over him, probing, prodding 
and slapping Mr. In-the-Sling with 
a riding crop. 

Bye-bye Billy 

Suddenly, Mr. Bill has receded 
as much in my consciousness as 
Scotty has in that of Devyn, who’s 
donned a form-fitting leather mask 
to go with his leather jockstrap. 
The tempo picks up as Mr. In-the- 
Sling, ever the butch bottom, 
incites Mr. Leather Cap into ever 
more stimulating activities. 

After everyone shoots a gummy 
load. Steel dissolves back and forth 
between Devyn’s masked face and 
memories of Scotty. Later at the 
shrink’s (after the two platitudi¬ 
nous lovers have gotten it on), the 
specialist advises Devyn to accept 
the dreams as they are: “In the 
words of the great Sigmund Freud, 


sometimes a cigar is just a cigar.” 

The father of psychoanalysis 
never sounded so absurd - or so 
liberating. Before you can say 
panatella, Devyn’s in the sling 
himself, barking orders like 
General Patton during the libera¬ 
tion of France. 

Like Patton, our man Devyn 
demands total respect: he makes 
his sex slave say please and thank 
you every step of the way - which 
leads to a delicious cum spritzer on 
the fellow’s willing mug. 

Though his video drags in 
spots, Mr. Steel has done fairly 
well with Prisoner, which features 
some not-bad sex - Devyn fucking 
his sex mate’s face is as delicious 
to watch as it probably was to 
experience. On the technical side, 
there are many fewer mismatched 
shots than in Steel’s recent A 
Wanted Man. 

Having discovered from world¬ 
ly-wise B.A.R. columnists Aiva 
Nidnacs and Polly Popular that 
brevity is not the new line of 
underwear we thought it was, 
we’re signing off now, the better to 
get cracking with our various acts 
of contrition to the petulant Mr. 
Bill - light of our life, fire of our 
loins ... occasional bane of our 
existence. T

Yo-Yo Dieting Is Counterproductive 

Who Gets Fat on Diets

i% r he diet industry is fat 
and growing fatter. And 
if the latest findings in 
diet research are true, the 
industry is going to continue to 
grow and grow. 

Studies show that 90 to 95 
percent of people who lose 
weight gain it all back within 
five years, and usually sooner. 
Yo-yo dieting, called weight 
cycling in scientific circles, 
steadily feeds the 40 million 
dollars a year Americans spend 
on weight loss books, products, 
and services. 

What’s worse, researchers 
are finding evidence that chron¬ 
ic dieting may be harder on a 
person’s health than carrying a 
little extra weight. With radical 
diets, people tend to lose muscle 
along with fat. When they regain 
the weight, as most do, they just 
gain fat. The percentage of body 
fat increases - making the yo-yo 
dieter fatter with every round. 

Failed diets, it turns out, are 
not necessarily the fault of 
undisciplined eaters. At least 
some of the fault lies in our 
genes. Like height or skin color, 
adiposity (scientific lingo for 
fatness) is genetically deter¬ 
mined. In a classic study pub¬ 
lished in The New England 
Journal of Medicine, Albert 
Stunkard of the University of 
Pennsylvania Medical School, 


found that body-fat levels of 
identical twins raised apart were 
much closer than those of frater¬ 
nal twins raised together, pro¬ 
viding powerful evidence that 
genetics plays a big part in body 
weight. 

Metabolism can also block 
the body’s ability to lose weight. 
If you diet to attain a weight 
lower than your “set point,” the 
weight that is determined by 
your genetic makeup, your body 
takes steps to restore the natural 
order. Your metabolism slows 
down, meaning your body bums 
calories more slowly and tries as 
hard as it can to store fat. After 
all, the problem of being over¬ 
weight is brand new in the evo¬ 
lution of the human body. Our 
bodies are programmed to avoid 
starvation. 

Yo-yo dieting 
and heart disease 

One common casualty of 
failed diets is self-esteem. In a 
society that places a high premi¬ 
um on thinness, coupled with a 
diet industry that leads us all to 
believe being svelte is a com¬ 
modity we can buy, many peo¬ 
ple feel terrible about them¬ 
selves for not being skinny. 

But self-esteem may not be 
the only victim of yo-yo dieting. 
Psychologist Kelly Brownell of 
Yale University, who has been 
studying the health effects of 
weight fluctuation for years, has 
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found that people who engage in 
yo-yo dieting may have signifi¬ 
cantly higher rates of heart dis¬ 
ease than nondieters who main¬ 
tain a steady, even if hefty, 
weight. 

These findings present a 
paradox for the medical estab¬ 
lishment, which has proven that 
obesity is linked to heart dis¬ 
ease. In 1994, the National 
Institutes of Health reviewed all 
the studies on weight cycling 
and maintained their position 
that losing weight is the best 
way for obese people to avoid 
heart disease. Few researchers 
disagree that losing weight - 
permanently - is the best choice. 
But Dr. Michael Swartz, an 
endocrinologist and weight 
cycling expert at Seattle 
Veterans Affairs Medical 
Center, asks whether the effects 
of yo-yo dieting really matter 
when the fact is, dieting doesn’t 
work. 

These issues are critical for 
obese people at risk for heart 
disease and other serious ill¬ 
nesses. But what about most of 
us who would just like to lose 
those ten extra pounds? Does a 
high set point and sluggish 
metabolism make that impossi¬ 
ble? Not necessarily. 

Exercise sheds pounds 

Most experts agree there are 
two healthy ways to lose weight. 
The first is exercise. Rather than 
reducing caloric intake on a diet, 
increase calorie-burning by 
working out. Not only does 
exercise bum calories, it has 
been shown to actually speed up 
metabolism. While dieting has 
nasty side effects - of foul 
moods, binges, and guilt - exer¬ 
cise has the positive side effects 
of increased energy, strength, 
self-esteem, and stress relief. 

The second healthy way to 


lose weight is to keep fat intake 
under 30 percent of total calo¬ 
ries consumed. While a gram of 
fat has nine calories, a gram of 
protein or carbohydrate has only 
four. This means a person can 
eat twice as much carbohydrate 
and protein food as fatty food 
for the same amount of calories. 
So by eating carbohydrate and 
protein foods, you bum calories 
even as you eat. 


If you’re determined to lose a 
few pounds permanently, lose 
the weight very slowly, no more 
than half a pound a week, and 
exercise to avoid losing muscle 
with the fat. 

Drastic or yo-yo dieting 
causes people to lose a whole lot 
of the wrong things - muscle, 
money (to the weight loss indus¬ 
try), self-esteem - but rarely 
pounds. V

The Time of the Kingfishers 
by David Watmough; 
Arsenal Pulp Press, $14.95 


piili ven among today’s sophisticates, sexual 
honesty is in short supply. David 
Watmough in his book The Time of the 
Kingfishers carefully and realistically 
explores this problem as he unfolds the differences 
between the open, happy union his protagonist 
narrator enjoys with his lover Ken, and the tense, 
clouded marriages of Gordon and Helen Goddard, 
Neil and Jacqueline Murphy. These six, plus one 
son of each couple, are a close extended family. 

The settings are Vancouver, California, and 
Europe. The central conflict on which the story 
turns is the closeted gayness of the supposedly 
straight husbands, which is bitterly complicated 
by their internalized homophobia. When they 
are left in Vancouver as the wives, their adoles¬ 
cent sons, Davey and Ken, go on a European 
holiday; events force crises. The denouement 
produces realignments, new and re-discovered 
affections, and increased honesty. 

With equal parts melodrama and subtle 
comedy, Watmough develops the similarities 
and contrasts among these people. For 
instance, a country couple devoted to breeding 
pedigreed dogs is revealed to be a brutish hus¬ 
band and a battered wife, while a pair of mid¬ 
dle-aged lesbians, as “out” as Davey and Ken, 
are mutually loving. 

Perhaps the most gratifying contrast of all 
though is that between the constricting snobbery of 
the European grandparents and the genuine accep-
